Morgan to accept, and it was sent by special 
messenger in order to insure its prompt deliv- 
ery. So far as could be ascertained, the Pres- 
ident was somewhat at sea regarding his Cab- 
inet after the receipt of Morgan’s letter. It 
was said he had at least intimated a willing- 
ness to defer the entire Cabinet subject until 
December, if he could so arrange mat- 
ters in the Treasury and Department 
of Justice as to have the affairs 
of these departments conducted without detri- 
ment. It was suggested to him that Assistant 
Secretary French could continue in charge of

President Arthur to-day remarked to a 
prominent Senator that he felt confident the 
Senate could adjourn to-morrow or Friday at 
the latest.

A prominent public officer who called upon 
the President to-day says that Mr. Morgan 
gave President Arthur to understand before 
his name was sent to the Senate that he would 
accept the proffered place. After he was 
nominated, but before he received notice of 
his confirmation, Mr. Morgan consulted his 
physician with regard to the expediency of 
undertaking the work and the responsibilities 
His physician 
advised him not to accept, as did also his wife, 
on the ground that his advanced age and fail- 
ing strength would make the burden a 
heavier one than he could safely bear. 
In deference to their judgment and 
wishes Mr, Morgan finally decided not to take 
the place, and wrote the President to that ef- 
fect. The public officer who gives the above 
history of the negotiations with Mr. Morgan 
also says that he thinks the President is now in 
correspondence with Judge Folger, and that 
an arrangement will probaly be made which 
will insure the latter’s acceptance of the 
Treasury portfolio. This arrangement, it is 
intimated, will involve the ultimate transfer 
of Judge Folger from the Treasury Depart- 
ment to the Supreme Court bench. 

Secretary Windom said this evening that 
with the close of business to-day his adminis- 
tration as Secretary of the Treasury virtually 
terminated. He will, however, be at thea de- 
partment apart of the time during the next 
few days.

A FIGHT FOR A POST OFFICE, 
THE BOURBON SENATORS OPPOSING THE 
NOMINATION OF ONE OF MR. MAHONE’S 
FRIENDS. J 
Wasuineton, Oct. 26.—An exciting con- 
test is threatened over the confirmation of 
Clifford Statham, who was recently nominat: 
ed by the President to be Postmaster at 
Lynchburg, Va. The office is comparatively 
uximportant, but the contest is interesting be- 
cause Senator Johnston, of Virginia, has 


succeeded in inducing his Democratic associ- 
ates to make it a party question. Statham is 
a Liberal Democrat, and was nominated at 
the instance of Senator Mahone, Mr. Wilson, 
the incumbent, is a Kepublican, who has held 
the office for several years. He is a native of 
Maine, served in a regiment of that State dur- 
ing the rebellion, and was severely wounded 
in battle. At the close of the war he settled in 
Virginia, where he has since resided. Mr. 
Wilson acted with the Republicans of Virginia 
until last year, when he was charged with 
treachery in secretly changing coalition tick- 
ets for those of the Bourbons, thus securing 
the election to Congress of J. Randolph Tuck- 
er over Mr. Frazer, the: coalition can- 
didate. The discovery of this treach- 
ery incensed the Republicans, but 
insured Mr. Wilson the support of 
the Bourbons, with whom heis acting in the 
pending political campaign in Virginia. Re- 
cently a defaleation was discovered in Post- 
master Wilson’s accounts, and, as he had upon 
a former occasion been found deficient in his 
accounts, it was determined to remove him at 
onee, although his commission will not expire 


until Nov. 7. Mr. Statham is indorsed for the | 


appointment by over 1,100 of the 1,800 
Republican voters of Lynchburg. Sen- 
ator Johnston, who has always refused 
even to recognize a Northern man settled in 
Virgina, is now making astruggle to have Wil- 
son retained, not because he has the slightest 
regard fort Wilson, but because, as he has in- 
formed his Democratic associates, the 
appointment of Statham will impress 
the peopie’ of the Lynchburg district 
that Mahone has _ infiuence with the 
Administration, and thus contribute to the 
strength of the Liberal movementfin that sec- 
tion. If Statham can he defeated, Senator 
Johnston believes it will materially weaken 
the Liberal cause by demonstrating that Ma- 
hone has not the support of the Republi- 
cans in the Senate.

In order to inveigle Senator Davis, of Illinois, 
into supporting them, the Democrats have 
caused a story to be published that Wilson is 
from Illinois, and was severely wounded 
while serving ina regiment from that State.

Sir William Harcourt, speaking at Glasgow 
yesterday, after receiving the freedom of the 
city, said that both the late and the present 
Governments were reluctant to proceed at an 
early stage against the Land League, because 
it was not desirable to suppress what pre- 
tended to be aconstitutional agitation, espe- 
cialiy if connectei with a real grievance; but 
when such an agitation avowed illegalends no 
Government would fail to be supported in any 
and all measures it might take for the safety 
of society. The task, he said, was difficult 


and painful, but the Government, having set 
its hands to the plow, they might rely upon 
its not turning back. The speech was re- 
ceived with prolonged cheering.

°-ANAMA CANAL NEUTRALITY. 
AN ENGLISH CRITICISM ON MR. BLAINE’S 
LETTER TO MINISTER LOWELL. 

Lonpon, Oct. 26.—The 7tmes, in its arti- 
cle on Secretary Blaine’s note in regard to the 
Panama Canal, says: ‘‘No one will question 
the right of the United State$ to take precau- 
tidns so that the canal shall not be used in any 
way hostile to them. So far as Mr. Blaine’s 
leuter is an argument for the neutrality of the 
canal, itis unanswerable; but we fail to see 
why there should be any repugnance to allow 
England or France to join in a guarantee, 
and why it should be contended that an effica- 
ciously perfect neutrality was provided by the 
treaty with Colombia. Mr. Biaine’s assump- 
tion that the American possessions on the Pa- 
cific coast would supply the larger part of the 
traffic which would seek advantage of the 
canal is very questionable. Indeed, it scarcely 
admits of doubt that the great bulk of the ves- 
sels which for some years to come would pass 
through the canal would be English. At all 
events, the dues paid by the American mer- 
cantile marine in its present unhealthy state 


are not likely to form at an early date a con- 


siderable part of the shareholders’ receipts. 
Great though the interests of Amorica are in 
this matter, and necessary though it is for her 
that there should be free communication be- 
ween her Atlantic and Pacific States, this 
does not efface the fact that England also is 
at once an Atlantic and Pacific power, and 
that sheis bound to have regard for the wel- 
fare of her subjects in British Columbia and 
to think of securing free access to her Aus- 
tralian colonies. Theneutralizing of the canal 
would be for the benefit of all the States in the 
world, and we fail to gather from this com- 
munication any solid objection to allowing 
European powers to joinin a work universaily 
desirable. Every additional guarantor would 
strengthen the guarantee. Every new party 
to the treaty would bsa fresh security that 
the canal would not be blockaded or used as a 
basis for hostile operations in time of war, 
and it seems a little inconsistent in one and 
the same breath to argue for a guarantee, and 
to insis{ that the bill shall not be backed by 
more than two names. Were England to con- 
cede formally that she had no locus siandi in 
regard to such a guarantee, it would be diffi- 
cult for her to reply to any American states. 
man who might choose to say hereafter: 
‘The Governments of the two republics are 
alone parties to the treaty. What they have 
made they can tear up. The neutrality of 
the canal is for the time suspended.’ 
lt seems, to say the least, tobe an unhappy 
use of language to describe the sincere co-op- 
eration of the European Governments ina 
common object as of the nature of an alliance 
against the United States. Any statement 
hereafter made by Mr. Lowell, of the views of 
his Government in regard to the matter, which 
has almost ceased to be purely a matter of ab- 
stract politics, will command attention, but 
he must expect to find Englishmen quite un- 
prepared to see any great cifference between 
the position of Nicaragua and that of Panama,

HIS RESIGNATION PROMPTLY ACCEPTED BY

TO HAVE THE POSITION—MR. TYNER'S 
EXPLANATION OF HIS CONNECTION WITH

MR. TYNER’S STATEMENT. 
HE DENIES THE CHARGES AND INSINUA- 
TIONS MADE AGAINST HIM. 
WasHINGTON, Oct. 26.—The following stats 
ment of Judge Tyner’s side of the case is furnished 
by him and has his authority: Mr. Tyner says tha¢ 
he has not recently tried to hold the office for the 
sake of the place, but only to protect hig 
reputation. The President directed that the 
letter requesting his resignation shouid be 
sent without publicity, upon the representation 
to him that the relations existing between the 
Postmaster-General and Tyner were unfriendly, 
and that the latter desired to be relieved. That 
statement was correct, except that Tyner feared 


that retirement pending the star route investiga. 
tion would expose him to misrepresentation and 
scande!, just as it has done. The Postmaster-Gen- 
eraland the late President both knew of his fears 
and both seemed disposed to protect him. 
Both knew that any intimation of his 
complicity therein or failure of duty therewith wag 
unjust. The desire of Mr. Jamesto have him 2d 
out was in consequence of the existence of iil-feel- 
ing between them. Mr. Tyner thinks it originated 
with meddiesome persons, and as the Post 
master-General states that the request for 
his resignation was not based upon any re 
fiections upon his persona! or official integrity, 
it is evident that the honor of neither was involved. 
Recent newspaper attacks make it necessary, he 
says, that he should answer them. The attacks 
were based on intormation that could only have 
come from the department’s records and employes. 
He says that the charge that some of the most 
indefensible transactions of the Contract 
Cftiice cecurred while he presided over it 
and was Postmaster-General is misieading. 
He was always opposed to expedition, and very 
rarely ordered or consented to it, and he thinks 
that the 16 months of his term in that office was 
freer from unnecessary expenditure than any simi- 
lar period of late vears. The must importunt in- 
stances of expedition were ordered by Postmaster 
General ‘Jewell, and the orders signed by him. 
Monthly reports were made to Jewell, and he was 
consulted about every change of consequence, and 
approved it. Similarreporis were made to Tynez 
when he became Postmaster-General, but th¢ 
one for February (the last month of hig 
term) was not prepared: before be went out—it 
wassubmitted to Judge Key. Within that period 
several costly chauges bad been made without his 
knowledge, and he heard of them after he had 
gone out and before he returned as First Assistant 
He directed the attention of the new Postmaster- 
General to them at once, and suggested that they 
should bé examined. Judge Key will doubtless 
connrm tbis statement. Mr. Tyner says that in thig 
instance, as in all others, when they discussed 
these subiects, he did not agsau!t anybody’s hon: 
esty; he expressed bis own views of administra: 
tive policy as forcibly as he could. 

Regarding the report on star service that he 
made to Judge Key after his return from the Px 
cific coast in 1879, be says he made the investiga 
tion upon Key’s written order, submitted the re 
port to him. and called his attention to what he 
believed to be unnecessary service and to the rem- 
edies which he proposed for the evils 
of the star route system. He 1s will 
ing to stake his reputation on this 
report. When it was alluded to recently a doubt 
was expressed as to whether it had ever been sub- 
mitted te the Postmuster-General. A high Officer 
of the devartinent is reported to have recently 
said that he didn’t believe Key ever saw it. The 
injustice of this suspicion is put to rest by Key’s 
late interview, in which he says he directed that it 
should not be published, but heid as a private pa- 
per. Tyner insists that to have made it publi¢ 
then would have been inexcusable. To the sag 
gestion that he afterward acted as Postmaster 
General and did not discontinue the ser: 
vice be reported upon, he _ replies that 
he afterward so acted only for a short time, and 
that he was not justitied in disturbing it. Keysays 
that he approved the service after the re 
port was made. That removed it from the 
action of any one else afterward, Willthe present 
head of the Post Office Department say that his 
subordinate shall overrule him and undo his work 
in that way? Such doctrine puts the responsible 
chief at the mercy of an assistant not charged by 
law with the responsibility, and would rendet 
it risky for the chief even to leave. his 
desk. The insinuation that this report was 
suppressed and afterward captured by Mr. James 
is unworthy of anybody engaged in the star routé 
investigation. The Postmaster-General did not 
know of its existence. It was the subject of 4 
conversation with President Garfield before Mr. 
James heard of it, and was handed to the latter ai 
the President’s request. On receiving it Mr. Jameq 
agreed that it should be seen only by the President 
and himself. It had been kept from the files of 
the department by Key’s order, and was @ 
private paper. Mr. James was told so at 
the time he received it. Afterward. be told 
Tyner that the Attorney-General had it, and he 
would not treat it as a private paper. He then 
asked leave to print it, assigning as a reason that 
Brady had called him a liar in the New-York Hen 
aid, and he wanted “to quote Tyner on Brady.” 
As the object did not relate to the interest of the 
public service, and as the publication would no4 
elucidate the issue between them, Tyner did not 
give his consent. It afterward appeared, however, 
in the columns of Tue TIMEs. ‘ 

To the charge that he obstructed the star route 
investigation, l'yner says that the business of hit 
office and that of the Contract Oilice are as separat¢ 
asif the¥ were in different departments. He could 
not obstruct without oflicious ‘ntermeddiing, and 
no one in the department will claim thai 
be ever did that. His business was t¢ 
appoint Postmasters. It has been said that 
he failed to dismiss officers of this class who madé¢ 
fraudulent reports on the star service. Ali reports 
relating thereto go to the Contract Office; the Firsi 
Assistant never sees them. Tyner says that the 
records of the depertment do not furnish a single 
instance of failure to dismiss a Postmaster jusiy 
accused of false reports on the star routé 
service or any other similiar dereliction of duty aftex 
it was brought to his notice. The persou who 
this charge knew it was false. Mr. Tyner saya 
that he hus never failed to furnish any informatiog 
about star routes or anything else when calle 
upon todo so, nor Las he omitted to voluateei 
such information. At the commencement of Mr; 
James’s term he offered his services freely and um 
reservedly, and as his resignation was based» 
upon the condition that no existed - 
against him for “negieect of duty,” ba 
claims that the acceptance of it is the 
admission that his duty was well a or a} 
least net negiected. What. then. of tla 





s'atement, apparently inspired by the department, 
that the Postmaster-General could not prosecute 
his “reforms” unless Tyner was out of the road? 


Mr. Tyner does not believe that President Garfield 
had determined before his death to remove him. 
They had three or four interviews about the star 
route business at the President’s request, in which 
the questionable methods of conducting the in- 
vestigation were freely discussed. The last of these 
interviews occurred within 24 hours of the fatal 
shot, of which fact at least two other persons have 
knowledge, one of whom intentionally overheard 
@ part of what was said. The impression left on 
Mr. Tyner’s mind then was not that he was to go 
out because of suspicious relations to the star 
route investigation or for any other cause. Mr. 
Tyner says that the records of the department will 
show that he never abused his trust in any respect. 
He is willing to rest nis case upon any deliberate 
statement the Postmaster-General will himself 
make. He has not joined in the sweep- 
ing charges of corruption against every- 
body who happened to have labored to 
secure an increase of service on star routes, nor 
approved of the plan of trying men on criminal 
p< in the newspapers before a court of com- 
tent jurisdiction has passed upon their cases; yet 
- has not interfered with those who are engaged 
fin the investigation nor discouraged them nor im- 
eded their progress. He has attended to his own 
usiness, and if the detectives and others around 


the Postmaster-General bad done likewise this 
statement would have been unnecessary,

‘MISSISSIPPI VALLEY INTERESTS. 


PLEAS FOR THE IMPROVEMENT OF THE MIS- 
SISSIPPI AND NAVIGABLE TRIBUTARIES. 


Sr. Lours, Oct. 26.—The Mississippi River 


Improvement Convention met here to-day. About 


500 delegates were present from all the States in 
the valley. Michael McEnnis, President of the 
local Executive Committee, also President of the 
St. Louis Merchants’ Exchange, called the conven- 


tion to order, and delivered an address, in the 
course of which he said: ‘It is strange that at this 


late day there should be a necessity for calling the 


people of this valley together to urge -upon Con- 
Egress ‘the. duty, and obligation to enact 
measures , for the : improvement of the . Mis- 


Bissippi » and { its « navigable . tributaries. « The 


people of the United States are famous for 
their public spirit and enterprise. Every subject 


involving the interests of the people has received 


due attention, exeept alone the question that has 
brought us together. This valley of ours includes 
18 States and 3 Territories. It is capable of pro- 
ducing sufficient to feed, clothe, and house the 
world. It now contains one-half the population 
of the United States, and could sustain 10 times as 
many. It now yields a surplus of productions that 
has turned the balance of trade in our favor, and 
made us the creditor instead of the debtor Nation. 
Oar duty is plain and imperative. We must go be- 
fore Congress with such overwhelming proofs of 
the necessity of improving these rivers by deepen- 
ing the channels, removing obstructions, and giv- 
ing us a free outlet to the Gulf, that it cannot resist 
our demands.” Mr. Henry Hitcheock. delivered 
an address of welcome. 
» The appointment’ of Gov. Crittenden as tempo- 
rary Chairman was received with cheers. He de- 
livered an address in which he dwelt upon the 
magnitude of the Mississippi Valley and: the great 
percentage of the entire agricultural products of 
the country raised within its } borders, and showed 
the absolute necessity of the thorough improve- 
ment of the great water-way running through {it 
in order that those products might be carried 
pheaply to the sea. Upon the question of improv- 
Ing the Mississippi River without reference to its 
tributaries, he said: ‘“* Let not the smaller question 
powers the larger one.» I have seen, while a mem- 
er of Congress, the~- evils of omnibus appropria- 
jion : bills for.the improvement of our rivers 
and * harbors.:; Much good is. always em- 
bodied in those bills, also an _ infinite 
amount of demagoguery and waste of money. 
{t should be stopped before the evil gets too large. 
There are too many non-navigable and unwatered 
streams in those bills, inserted by interested politi- 
sians for local purposes. . Abolish the evil and as- 
pert the independence of the great stream and its 
traly navigable tributaries. ; Then a victory worthy 
of the American Congress will have been accom- 
plished and the money of the people will be judi- 
ciously expended. Enough money is wasted on 
these small streams to perform a large part, if not 
the whole, of the desired work in the Mississippi 
River. Such foolishness should be stopped at once. 
May this convention strike the key-note in not 
only suppreneing such an evil, but also in marking 
out a line of policy by which our Senators and 
Representatives in Congress are to be governed in 
their future appropriation bills.”’ 

The Mississippi Valley States Commission—a per- 
manent organization, eomposed at present of 
three representatives from each of the 17 valley 
States, appointed for life by the Governors of 
those States—met at its rooms in the Merchants’ 
Exchange Building, here, to-day. - The Hon, Eu- 
gene Underwood, of Louisville,; Ky., President, 
was in the chair. and the regular Secretary, Platt 
E. Walker, of Minnesota, was present. No busi- 
hess was transacted, but the commission—about 30 
members of which are delegates tothe Mississippi 
River Convention—will meet again to-morrow. 
This commission was organized three years ago 
for the purpose of collecting statistics, devising 


plans, and memorializing Congress for the improve- | 


ment of the Mississippi River and its tributaries.

THE COUNTY COMMITTEE.

The committee of one from each Assembly 


district, with the addition ef the Chairman and 
two Secretaries of the Republican County Conven- 
tion, appointed by the convention on Tuesday 
evening to consider nominations and report back 


to that body this evening, met at4o’clock yester- 


day afternoon in Republican Hall. Police Commis- 


sioner Joel W. Mason acted as Chairman until the 
arrival of Mr. Charles N. Taintor, the conven- 
tion’s Chairman. Police Justice Solon B. Smith 
and Ernest Hall were the Secretaries. There was 
a full attendance of the committee, and a large 


number of persons awaited in the hallways the re- 


sult of the committee's deliberations. After being 


in session for about half an hour,a committee 
was appointed to yisit District Attorney Daniel G. 
Rollins, and a recess was taken. The members of 
the committee at this time declined to discuss with 


outsiders anything concerning the proceedings of 
the committee. It was rumored among those who 


were not entitled to admission to the hall that ex- 


Alderman Bernard Biglin had written a letter to the 
Chairman declining to serve upon the committee 
while Col. George Bliss was a member of it. When 
the ex-Alderman emerged from the halland was 


confronted with this rumor, he set it at rest by 
promptly saying that no such letter had been writ- 


ten by him, and that the utmost harmony had so 
far prevailed in the committee. Other members of 
the committee were equally emphatic in saying 
that the spirit of harmony and good-will was 
stréngly apparent in the meeting. It was said that 


it was simply nonsensical for any one to assert that 
awar of factions had been waged or that there 


was any prospect of a serious disagreement. 
While some members of the committee 
were of opinion that the candidacy of 
Daniel G. Rollins for District Attorney would 
strengthen the ticket, yet, it was argued, such gen- 
tlemer were prepared to willingly abide by the de- 
cision of the majority, and accept Mr. Rollins as 
the candidate of the party for Surrogate. It was 
denied with emphsis that ex-Judge Horace Russell 
or any other gentleman save Mr. Rollins had been 
a candidate for the position ef Surrogate, or that 
the probable candidacy of any one but him had 
beentalked of. After the recess, which lasted un- 
til nearly 7 o’clock, the committee which had 
waited upon Mr. Rollins was prepared to makea 
report, and the Committee of Twenty-seven locked 
themselves in the large room of the building and 
proceeded to finish the work assigned them by the 
convention. 
A session of less than an hour followed, and then 
an adjournment was had, the commifteemen hav- 
ing concluded theirlabors. Surprise was created 
»by the frequent assertions upon the part of mem- 
bers of the committee that the most harmonious 
action had characterized the proceedings. The 
impression prevailed among the outsiders that this 
‘sudden acquiescence in the matters before the com- 
mittee, ana the spirit of harmony so liberally por- 
trayed were brought about through orders from 
head-quarters that Mr. Rollins should be per- 
mitted to have his own way and be 
‘given the nomination for the office of Surrogate. 

lembers of the committee strenuously objected 
to any suchsconstruction being put upon their con- 
duct, and declared that while 19 out of 27 desired 
that Mr. Rollins should be the party's candidate 
for District Attorney that the only reason why he 
was not nominated was the very palpable one that 
he had flatly refused to become a candidate for 
that office. When Chairman Taintor called the 
committee to order after the recess, the 19 
members who were desirous of nominating Mr. 
Rollins as the candidate for District Attorney car- 
ried a motion to proceed with the nomination of a 
gentleman forthat position. Then the committee 
which had waited upon Mr. Rollins reported that 
his nomination for the District Attorneyship was 
out of the question, as he had informed them that 
he would not accept if nominated. Thus Mr. Rol- 
lins escaped from that contest. Then Senator 
George HU. Forster, Senator from the Eleventh 
District, who was one of the most 
avowed opponents in the Legislature of the 
re-election of foscoe Conkling and- Thomas 
C. Platt to the United States Senate, and Assistant 
District Attorney George W. Lyon were named 
as candidates. Senator Forster received 22 votes 
and Mr. Lyen5. The names of those who voted 
forthe Senator or Mr. Lyon could not be ascer- 
tained, the members declaring that they were in 
{duty bound not to divulge them. Senator Forster 
‘was declared to be the choice of the committee for 
District Attorney. 

By a unanimous vote Daniel G. Rollins was nomi- 
nated for the office of Surrogate, and his name will 
;be presented to the convention for that office. For 
Justices of the Marine Court, Ernest Hall, of the 
‘Twenty-fourth District. and S, Burdette Hyatt, of 
the Third Assembly District, are to be named. 
Thomas Allison was a candidate’ but failed 
to receive. the requisite number of votes. For 
‘Aldermen at Large it, was deemed advis- 
,able to present but two candidates. This 
iproposition was opposed, however, by several 
(members of the committee, who thought that four 
shou'd be nominated, the two receiving the highest 
‘number of votes at the polls to become, of course, 
the choice of the per. By having four candi- 
dates, it was argued, the ticket would be strength- 
ened, as with two only no effort need be made to 
elect them, as the minority is entitlea by !aw to two 
Aldermen at Large. It wasagreed at length that 
Alderman John McClave and Alderman Frederick 
Finek shall be the candidates. Charlies E. Brehm, 
member of the Assembly for the Tenth District, was 
unanimously chosen as the candidate for Coroner. 
After this ticket had been selected for presentation 
tothe County Convention to-night the outsiders 
had. an opportunity to discuss it. The “Ju- 
diciary” ticket this year will contain the 
names of ‘the candidates for Associate Judge 
of the Court of Appeals, the Surrogate, 
and Justices of the Marine Court. The “City and 
County” ticket will contain the names of the can- 
didates for District Attorney, for Coroner, and for 
Aldermen-at-Large. Thus, the Republican ‘City 
and County” ticket will be headed by George II. 
Forster for District Attorney, Charles E. Brehm for 
Coroner, and John McClave and Frederick Finck 
for Aldermen at Large. In the opinion of many 
Republicans there is only one man on 
this ‘City and County” ticket who will 
need to make an_ effort to secure his 
election, and that is the candidate for Coroner. 
The candidate for District Attorney, it is con- 
ceded, will not be called upon to over-exert him- 
self, and the two candidates for Aldermen at 
Large are merely expected to take their seats 
without interference. It was hoped by a few of 
the members of the committee that four eandi- 
dates for Aldermen at Large would be nominated, 
so that the candidate for Coroner might havea 
more favorable chance iu the contest.

Ixth ASSEMBLY DISTRICT SUSTAINS 
THE BOLTERS. 

There was an unusually large attendance at 
the special meeting of the Ninth Assembly District 
Republican Association, in the Bleecker Building, 
last evening, called for the purpose of considering 
the action taken by its delegates in withdrawing 
from the Third Judicial District Convention, which 
nominated George W. Parker for Civil Justice. 
John W. Jacobus presided, and C. H. Morgan pre- 


sented a series of resolutions adopted by the Ninth

‘GEN, .SICKLES REQUIRES ANOTHER -DAY TO 


MAKE UP HIS MIND. 


A committee from the Irving Hall Conven- 


tion that recently nominated Gen. Daniel E. Sickles 
for Senator from the Fifth District, headed by ex- 
Assemblyman John C. Brogan, who was Chairman 
of the convention, visited the Astor House yester- 


day afternoon for the purpose of learning from the 
General whether he would accept the nomination. 


This committee was invited to Room No. 118. 


Shortly afterthe members had taken their seatsthe 
General made his appearance. Before the commit- 
teemen had an opportunity to be formally greeted 
he unlocked the door of a closet and took therefrom 
a box of highly flavored cigars. Then he touched 
the annunciator and a bell-boy stepped into the 
room with a tray of small tumblers. The General 
again opened the door of the eloset and produced 
a bottle containing an invigorating liquid. ‘Help 
yourselves, gentiemen,’’ was the salutation whic 
reached the ‘;committeemen’'s ears. No unseemly 
haste was made, however, by the band of states- 
men to accept the invitation. Ex-Assemblyman 
Brogan, who 1s_himself the proprietor of an estab- 
lishment where liquid fire is dispensed by the glass, 
announced that he and the gentlemen who accom: 
anied him were a committee selected by an Irving 
Iall convention to tender Gen. Sickles the nomina- 
tion for State Senator from the Fifth District. 
Mr. Brogan continued that it was hoped that 
the General would accept the candidacy, ana 
ussured him that if he wouid also aceept the nomi- 


nation tendered by Tammany Hall his election 
would be at onee guaranteed. Mr. Brogan alluded 
to the fact that another gentleman (meaning 
Senator Edward Hogan) had been placed in the 
field by the County Democracy, and added that 
that gentleman's legislative record, taken in con- 
nection with that of Senator Jacob Seebacher, 
made him an unfit candidate forthe people of the 
Fifth District. The General's * excellent record as 


asoldierand a gentleman” was referred to by Mr, 
Brogan. and then Gen. Sickles was given an op- 
portunity to reply. 

‘Tho General said he felt called upon to thank the 
committee for the honor which they conferred 
upon him by urging that ke should be the candi- 
date of Irving and Tammany Halls. He was mucn 
gratified by these nominations, inasmuch as they 
were unexpected and unasked for. He had not 


been a candidate for office since the outbreak of’ 
the war, although many overtures had been made’ 


to him. Since his return to his old allegianee to 
the Democratic Party his desire was to keep secure 
a union in that party as of old, In considering the 
matter of the nominations tendered to him he 
found it necessary to think of his business affairs, 
and sa are such that his time is by no means his 
own. fe had made engagements last July to go 
to Mexico next month, and during the past few 
days he has been endeavoring to secure his re- 
lease from those engagements. He had been 
informed that the gentlemen by whom ke had 
been engaged had been making efforts to 
fill his place. The committee, he hoped, 
would give him another day, so that he might have 
proper time to decide whether he can or can not 
accept the nomination for Senator. The commit- 
teemen must not be surprised, he continued, if he 
should ultimately decline to aceept. If he should 
be forced to decide without further delay he would 
be compelled to decline. It was his desire to ac- 
cept the nomination, for the reason that he believed, 
and many of his friends were of the same opinion, 
that as a member of the Legislature he might be 
useful to the City of New-York. His experience 
might contribute in some degree to bring about a 
upited effort of the Democracy at the next gen- 
eral election. It was his hope that. the 
next Governor: of this. State would be a 
Democrat, and it was also his desire to 
see the next Congress with a Democratic 
majority. He expected, he said in conclusion, to 
be able to reply definitely to the committee yester- 
day, and regreted the necessity of requesting a 
further delay. He promised to send Mr. Brogan a 
letter to-day announcing his decision. The com- 
mitteemen then sparingly imbibed from the bottle 
and retired. Last evening Senator Hogan was in 
astate of gloom.

THE HON. THOMAS MURPHY FOR CON- 
GRESS. 

_ The Ninth District Republican Congressional 
Convention held an adjourned meeting last even- 
ing at No, 341 West Forty-seventh-street, the Chair- 
man, Stephen McClave, presiding. Isaac O. Hunt, 
Chairman of the Committee on Contested Seais, 


reported in favor of seating the Siskind delegation 
from the Fifteenth Assembly District. William H. 
Bellamy said that both the factions of the Fifteenth 
District are necessary to secure a victory, and 
the interests of harmony would seem to dictate a 
conciliatory policy toward each. He trusted that, 
nat withetaniie the decision of the committee, 
the contesting delegates would stand by the party 
and: help the ticket through, The yeas and nays 
were called on the question of adopting the 
report, and it was adopted by a vote of 
18to7. Mr. Bellamy then moved that the contest- 
ing delegates be allowed seats in the convention, 
without the privilege of voting. This motion 
breucht Mr. R. Miller, the leader of the contestants, 
to his feet. ‘* You have thrown us out of this con- 
vention,” he said, ‘‘as we have been thrown out of 
other conventions. We know that we are unjustly 
rejected, but, gentlemen, you cannot throw us out 
of the Republican Party. I cannot speak for all 
the delegation, but, for one, Ishall accept no seat in 
this convention on the terms of courtesy now pro- 
posed. I have been a Republican for 15 years, and 
always voted for the ticket. I expect to do so this 
year, but circumstances may force us to stand b 
and see the Republican Party in this district mare 
on to defeat.” Mr. Miller took his hat and started 
for the door, followed by the entire cone 
delegation. Chairman McCleve put the motion of- 
fering seats to the delegation, and declared it 
adopted just as the last man passed the doors. The 
convention now proceeded to the nomination of 
a candidate for Congress. An informal ballot was 
taken, the result of which was 82 votes for ex-Col- 
lector Thomas Murphy, 3 for Prof. John L. N.

A RESPITE FOR GUITEAU 


HIS TRIAL PUT OFF FOR ANOTHER 
WEEK. . 


COUNSEL PRO AXD COX— 
TWO WEEKS’ DELAY ASKED AND’ ONE 
GRANTED—THE TRIAL,8EL, PEREMPTO- 


RILY FOR Novy 14. 


Wasuineron, Oct. 26.—Messrs. Seoville and 


Robinson, counsel for Guiteau, were present when 
the Criminal Court wascalled to order this morn- 
ing, the Government being represented by District 
Attorney Corkhill and Mr. Davidge. Mr. Robinson 
asked the court to postpone the trial of Guiteau 


fortwo weeks—from Noy. 7 to Nov, 2i1—and in 
doing so said: “If I could possibly avoid asking 
for the delay I certainly would do so. I donot 
wish to have the appearance evenof asking for 
any delay that is not absolutely necessary. 
The court is, of course, aware 
the time of my assignment to this case 


I was under some pressure of existing 
engagements. I have at this time a case in tho 


United States Supreme Court which is within call 
to-day, and I have other engagements which it is 
simply impossible at once to lay aside or provide 
for. I have an engagement for the very week in 
which this trial begins in the County Court of Fair- 


fax County, Va. However, it is not on grounds 


personal to myself exclusively and which savor of 


excuse that I ask for the celay, but simply because 
the time is too short to enable me properly and 
adequately to prepare for thetrial. The court 1s 
aware that I represent in this case a duty rather 
than a client, and it is because I wish prop- 
erly to discharge a duty with which I am 
charged that I ask for 4 postponement which is 
simply indispensable to a fair presentation of a 
case in which not only this community, but the 
whole country, is so deeply interested; for if as a 
result of this postponement it can be demonstrated 
that the time has not yet come in this country 
when a sane man will kill a President simply be- 
cause he is the President, I am sure that the whole 
country will—certainly it ought to—experience a 
sense of reliet. Perhaps every one will suppose 
that with me the wish is father to the thought, but 
Tam sure the wish is a natural one for every one 
in the country, whatever may be the thought at 
present. I am absolutely compelled to ask fora 
postponement for at least two weeks. Not yet 
have I had an opportunity for more than two con- 
suitations with my associate, and I have never 
= prisoner except on the day of his arraign- 
ment.’ 

District Attorney Corkhill replied that under or- 
dinary circumstances there would be no disposi- 
tion to refuse extending the courtesy asked for. 
But the circumstances of this ease were peculiar. 
When the prisoner had heen arraigned he (Cork- 
hill) had stated that the Government was ready for 
trial. He had not expected tbat the defense was 
ready, but had stated then that whatever time 
was fixed should be fixed peremptorily for the trial 
and not for an application for a continuance, 
The court, after hearing all that could 
be said by the counsel for the defense, 
and without any serious objeetion from him, had 
fixed Noy. 7 as the day forthe trial, with the in- 
timation that it desired the question of jurisdic- 
tion should be settled by the discretion of counsel 
before the 30th of tne present month. The gentle- 
mar who had just addressed the court (Mr. Robip- 
son) had accepted the assignment to this case as it 
at present existed. He had been selected by his 
associate, (Mr. Scovyille,) aud his appointment 
asked of the court. He had known atthe time 
that Nov. 7 had been fixed for the trial. In ad- 
dition to this, the Government had = re- 
tained certain eminent counsel to assist in 
the prosecution, and they had accepted 
with the understanding that Nov. 7 was the day 
forthe trial. Mr. Davidge, one of his (Mr. Cork- 
hill’s) associates, had accepted with that under- 
standing, and he had this morning received a tele- 
gram from Judge Porter, of New-York, accepting 
the assignment with the same understanding. Any 

ostponement ef this case might, therefore, result 
in complications which no one could foresee. Had 
anything been presented upon which the coart 
could act—aaything except the statement of 
counsel that he would establish the fact 
that an insane man _ killed the President? 
It was more important that a sane man, 
who assassinated the President should promptly 
expiate that crime, That was what the people 
were waiting for, and not that this man should be 
proved insane. Nota fact had been stated, not a 
witness asked for, not a single aflidavit presented 
tothe court upon which it could act. It was not 
stated that there was any witness who could not 
be brought here, or that a fact eould not be pre- 
sented to the jury at that time, but that there was 
a mere chimerical, imaginary hope that something 
might turn up. 

The court stated thatif this were an ordinary 
case of the voluntary arrangement of counsel to 
enter into the case he should say that the case 
should not be subordinated to other engagements, 
but it was a consideration not to be disregarded 
that the order of the court had taken counsel from 
the performance of other engagements. In view 
of all the cireumstances, he would postpone the 
time to Nov. 14and no longer. He did not think 
he would be warranted in postponing it beyond 
that period, but believed that that would afford 
adequate time for the preparation of the defense. 

Mr. Davidge said he understood that the court 
had passed an order directing that the question of 
jurisdiction should be decided before the 30th inst. 

The Court—No order was passed on the subject. 
Isimply intimated that it was most important to 
have that question settled first. 

Mr. Davidge—I would now inquire whether it is 
not possible to take up that question first and thus 
avoid unnecessary delay? 

The Court—Of course, I cannot exercise any re- 
straint over the counsels for the defense. Every- 
body desires that this question should be disposed of. 

Mr. Davidge—I understand that the arrangement 
Was aequiesced in, and I only rose to inquire 
whether the postponement of the trial would in- 
volve a corresponding postponément of the argu- 
ment upon the jurisdiction. 

The Court—I stated that if it was intended to 
resent that question as a preliminary one, I would 
ike to have it presented by the 30th inst. 

Mr, Scoville—At the time of the arraignment it 
was mentioned by your Honor that hap desired to 
have that question argued by the 30th, if it were to 
be disposed of as a preliminary question. At 
that time I said it was a question I would 
investigate, and there was no understanding 
on my part in regard to arguing the question. In 
fact, so far asl have investigated,’ my opinion is 
that the court has jurisdiction, and, of course, I 
would not as a lawyer attempt to argue a question 
to the court against my conviction. I supposed 
that that question might come up on some investi- 
gation of the counsel who are associated with me, 
but as farasIam advised the counsel associated 
with me have no disposition to raise the question, 

Mr. Robinson—Of course, I do not at this time 
commit myself to a definite opinion on the subjeet. 

The Court—Of course not. It is understood that 
the trial is postponed until Novy. 14. 

Judge Lawrence, First Controller of the Treas- 
ury, has decided that witnesses for Guiteau living 
more than 100 miles outside of the jurisdiction of 
the court cannot be paid by the Government.

A CLERICAL HOTEL THIE?. 

A tail man with a high forehead and shabby 
genteel in attire was brought before Justice Kil- 
breth, in the Tombs Court, yesterday, by Detec- 
tives Moran and Brennan, of the Fourteenth Pre- 
cinct, charged with being a hotel thief. The 
prisoner claimed to be the Rey, Isaac J. Stine, an

where Stine had deposited and checked them. 
He registered at the Metropolitan as = P. 
Cc. Black, of Iowa. and was subsequently 
identified by Special Officer Rogers, of the St. Nich- 
olas Hotel, as a man who had registered there re-

cently as G. 8. Black, of Pennsylvania, and de- 
camped, after stopping four days, without paying 
his board bill, and earrying with hin a bed-spread. 
When arraigned before the magistrate, he pro- 
duced letters bearing his clerical title, and stated 
that he hada wife and eight children dependent 
upon him in Leavenworth. He was engaged in 
book canvassing in this City, not having other 
means of livelihood, as he could not Procure pro-

CHURCH ‘CONGRESS DISCUSSIONS.

ORGANIZATION OF CHARITABLE WORK—THE 


REVISION OF THE BIBLE. 
ProvipENcE, R. I., Oct. 26.—The topic 
for discussion at the morning session of the 
Church Congress to-day was ‘The Meth- 


ods of Charity Organization.” The Rey. S. 


H. Gurten, of Toledo, Ohio, sketched the 


adaptation of the methods of the charity societies 
of London to the work in this country, and advo- 
cated organized work by associated bodies. The 
Rey. S. H. Gresy,D. D., of Norwich,Conn., advocated 
placing charity om a mission basis. He 


thought that indiscriminate giving defeated 


its own ends. Visits by unofficial persons 


and temporary loans were to be commended. 
Robert Treat Paine, of Boston, condemned the 
evil of indiscriminate aims, and advocated a 
thorough business organization of charity work. 
The Rey. Henry Mattel, of New-York, objected to 
dealing with poverty, misery, and crime by 
wholesale, and pleaded for charity work by indi- 
vidual parishes. The Rev. George §. Baker, 
of St. Luke’s Hospital, New-York, found 
that a laek of unity and _ co-operation 
was hindering the usefulness of many institutions 
in thatcity. He commended the London Society, 
and thought that business principles might be 
utilized in charity work. Mr. R. Graham, 


of England, thought that the first step in ehar- j 


{ty work was to diminish largely the num- 
ber of dram shops—places of legalized tempta- 
tion. He advocated the employment of 
women in charity work. The Rev. Dr. Gallaudet, 
of St. Ann’s Church, New-York, dreaded iest 
charity should become too much a_busi- 
ness-like scheme. He suggested benevolent plans 
which should get the poor out of the cities. Dr. 
John Vaughan Lewis believed in impulsive beneyo- 
lence. The sentiment which prompted a man to 
succor the needy ought not to be merged into any 
mere organization of machine work.” 

The evening session lasted three and one-half 
hours. The topic was the revision of the New Testa- 
ment. The Rev. Dr. John Cotton Smith, of New- 
York, read the first paper. Hespoke of improve- 
ments in the text, and also of fauits. He had been 
heartily in sympathy with the movement for a 
revision, but was disappointed in the result. He 
expressed a fear of irreparable injurv for 
all time from a multiplication of Bibles. 
A critical paper by George Luntz, of Boston, was 
read by the Rev. Mr. MecVickar. The essayist 
contended that many changes were unnecessary, 
and weakening in effect, and he gave illustrations. 
The Rev. Walter Mitchell, of Rutland, Vt., said it 
was doubtfulif the English or American Church 
was prepared to receive the revision in 
its present state. The Rey. Phillips Brooks, 
of Boston, said that Christendom had 
stamped the revision with its approval. If aman 
came to him asking him what Christianity was, 
the speaker would hand him the revi- 
sion. He would not dare give him a 
book full of acknowledged’ errors when 
he had it in his power to put in his hand a book in 
which these errors had been almost universally 
corrected. Prof. Johnsen, of Trinity College, Hart- 
ford, concluded that the revision of 1881, with all its 
merits and defects, was in the continuous line of 
the church’s traditions. But the reformers had 
gone too far, It. was emphaticaliv a child 
of the nineteenth century—scientific, but not 
poetic; accurate, but not _ spiritual. The 
The Rev, Mr. Satterlee defended the revision. 
Each revision, he said, had been better 
than its predecessor.. The turn >of the nine- 
teenth century came to put its mark on the 
New Testament, and it had done so. The 
choice was between the English of the seventeenth 
and the accurate scholarship of the nineteenth cen- 
tury. The Rey. Dr. Harwood,of New-Haven, favored 
the revision as being better and more accurate than 
the old version. The Rev. Dr. Goodwin, of Phila- 
delphia, criticised the revisers very sharply. - They 
had, he said, made a multitude of changes not re- 
quired by fidelity to the original text, or fora bet- 
ter understanding of the Scriptures.

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THR UNITED STATHS STEAMER TRENTON. 

The United States steam-ship Trenton, which 
has been the flag-ship of the European squadron, 
has just completed her cruise of five years, and on 
Monday arrived at this port. Though the Trenton 
has been in service nearly double the usual period, 


she shows very little evidence of wear and tear 
such as vessels of this class usually show. 
She was built by Samuel H. Pook from designs 
by the late Naval Constructor William L.

Infiexible. The Trenton will be put out of commis-

NEW PHASKS OF THE CRAMER CASE. 


BLANCHE DOUGLASS IN JAIL ON A MURDER 


CHARGE—BAIL FOR THE MALLEYS. 


New-Haven, Oct. 26.—Another impulse was 
given to the deep interest felt here in the Jennie 
Cramer murder by the proceedings in the Superior 


Court of this county to-day. Tilton E. Doolittle, 
the State’s Attorney, gave notice to the Sheriff 


yesterday afteroon to haye Blanche Douglass in 
court this forenoon. She was accordingly brought 
down from jail, and, in an inner room of the Sher- 
iff’s office, the bench warrant arresting her for the 
murder of Jennie Cramer was read in her hearing. 


She was then taken into court, where a large 


number of people had assembled to get a 
sight of her. Blanche Douglass, or Mrs. Annie 
Zimmerman, bas changed somewhat in ap- 
pearance since she was first put in fail. 
She hasamore mature look, and there is on her 
face an expression of gravity such as it had not 


before her arrest on the charge of perjury. Mr. 


Doolittle, upon Ker appearance in court, stated to 
Judge Culver that Blanche Douglass had been 
arrested on a bench warrant and asked for 
a mittimus committing her to jail for 
the murder of Jennie Cramer. The court 
assenting. the document was made out 
and the prisoner was taken out of the room and 
back to jail. Itisprobable that she will now re- 
ceive the same treatment as do all other female 
prisoners awaiting trial, and that the system of 
coddling the girl in order to insure her willingness 
to aet as a witness for the State, will no 
longer be followed. The warrant and _  in- 
formation on which the proceedings were based 
alleges that she murdered Jennie Cramer Aug. 5. 
1881, by administering arsenic, and that Jennie did 
languish six hours after the administration of the 
arsenic, when she died therefrom. The perjury 
case against the woman was to be heard in Justice 
Booth’s court, West Haven, to-morrow. and it will 
now probably be ended bya nolle prosequi, as it 
can be renewed after the murder trial, should such 
a course appear proper to the State’s Attorney. ‘ 

At2 o’clock this afternoon the jailer, in obe- 
dience toawrit of habeas corpus, produced in the 
Superior Court James Malley, Jr, and Walter 
Malley. The petition forthe writ was brought by 
T. J. Fox, of counsel for the Malleys. and it was 
currently believed that’ Edward Malley had ar- 
ranged to give bailina heavy amount. It was not 
supposed that his bail bond would be acceptable to 
the Sheriff,.in case the~-court should allow 
bail to be given, but it was thought he had! 
been able to find “ acceptable bondsmen. 
The trial cannot take place until af-’ 
ter the commencement of the January term of 
court. Mr. Bollman and Mr. Bush, the prosecutors 
in the lower court, were present.. The counsel for 
the defense had said that the State’s Attorney 
would not object to a bail bond of $30,000, and, 
though itis almost without precedent to admit a 
person charged with murder to bail, there is nothing, 
in the laws to forbid. Mr. Fox admitted this after-' 
noon that the agreement with the State’s Attorney’ 
had miscarried. After the initiatiue: had been 
taken by counsel for the defense in the bail project, 
the pemceers were taken back to jail, as nothing 
further will be done until to-morrow. Walter was’ 
asked what he thought of the new pbase inthe 
case, and he said he was not surprised at anything.

All 
that could get away have gone, taking with them 
their household effects. Many citizens are livingin 
the upper stories of buildings, and have skiffs 
moored in front of their dwellings in case of an 
emergency. The loss to property has already been 
great. The tracks of the M., I. and W. C. Railroad, 
the Peoria, Keokuk and St. Louts, and Chicago, 
Burlington and Quincy Railroads leading to this 
city are under water.

MISCELLANEOUS CITY NEWS 
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A SMART FEMALE SWINDLER. 
BERTHA HEYMAN, THE ADVENTURESS, CON- 
VICTED OF FALSE PRETENSES. 

Bertha Heyman, known to the Police as the 
“ Confidence Queen,” who has been confined in the 
Tombs since June 29 last, was, after numerous de- 
lays, finally brought to trial before Judge Cowing, 
in the General Sessions Court, yesterday. The ac- 
cused, who claimsto have been married first to 
Fritz Karko, and subsequently to John Heyman, is 
p decidedly clever woman and the central figure 
ina series of the most audacious swindles ever 
perpetrated. About two years ago she came to this 
City from the West, and signalized her appearance 
in New-York society by obtaining from Charles 
Brandt, an acquaintance of her first husband, $260 
on the fraudulent pretense that she needed it 
in order to engage counsel to secure an estate of 


$8,000,000 left her by her uncle, George Courtis, 
of Poughkeepsi-, Who had named Robert Bonner 
as Executor. At that time Bertha was stopping at 
the Gilsey Hous, and inspired confidence in 
Brandt by pretending to wish to pay him a bill for 
$420 due him by her former husband, and lodging 
with a banking firm for collection a draft for $8,500 
on Albert Blatz, of Milwaukee. After the trans- 
action with Brandt she went to board with Mrs. 
Pauline Schlarbaum, an old friend living at South- 
field, Staten Island, to whom she represented that 
she was immensely wealthy, having beeame heiress 
to rich estates. By her professions of kindness 
and repeated declarations of the possession of 
great wealth she succeeded in inducing Mrs. 
Schlarbaum to give her two gold watches and 
$250 whieh the latter had in the bank, promising 
to purchase nandsome new furniture, and present 
her friend witn the house and lot of which she 
‘was the tenant. In pursuance of her schemes she 
called on Mr. Theodore W. Morris, doing business 
at No. 27 Chambers-street—an old friend of Mrs. 
Schlarbaum’s husband and the owner of the prop- 
erty in Staten Island, which he had rented to Mrs. 
Schlarbaum at anominalrent. She told Mr. Mor- 
ris that she wished to purchase the property and 
present it to Mrs. Schlarbaum, and that gentleman 
agreed to sell it for $2,500. She gave him a draft 
for $13,000 on a savings bank in Milwaukee, from 
the proceeds of which he was to pay him- 
self. Before an answer could be received 
from Milwaukee she called on Mr. Morris 


again, told him that a step-son had commenced pro- | 


ceedings against Mrs. Schlarbaum, and had placed 
the Sheriff in possession of that lady’s homestead. 
The son, she said, would settle the case for $500, 
and as Mr. Morris’s lawyer had recommended that 
a settlement be made she was anxious to pay the 
money, but, in the absence from business of her 
friends, all of whom were Hebrews, it being their 
Sabbath, and while awaiting the collection of her 
draft on Milwaukee, found herself unable to do so. 
On the strength of her representations, Mr. Morris 
let her have the money to settle the Staten Island 
difficulty, and Bertha. after promising to accom- 
pany his lawyer's clerk to Staten Island on 
the following Monday, departed. She failed to 
keep the appointment, and could not be found. 
Subsequent events showed that the Staten Island 
story was a tissue of falsehoods, and that the Mil- 
waukee draft was worthless. Bertha was cap- 
tured in Canada, where she swindled many peo- 
pie, and brought to Staten Island, where her 
prison life gave rise to many scandals, in which 
the officiais of Richmond County attained unenvia- 
ble notoriety. Sbe was tried in Staten Island on 
the charge of stealing Mrs. Schlarbaum’s watches, 
but, as most people predicted, was acquitted. She 
was then rearrested on the indictments on file 
against her in New-York for swindling Messrs. 
Morris and Brandt, and lodged in the Tombs. 

Her trial yesterday was on the specific charge 
of having obtained $500 from Mr. Morris by false 
retonses. She was defended by Mr. William 
F. Kintzing, and Assistant District Attorney 
Beecher conducted the prosecution. On the 
witness stand Bertha denied the false pretense. 
She had simply acted, she said, as the agent of 
Mrs. Schiarbaum, who bad invented the story about 
the Sheriff being in possession, and sent her to 
Mr. Morris to ask for $500. This a she said, 
she had givento Mrs. Schlarbaum. The latter, who 
was in court, denied these statements. In her 
cross-examinatien the accused said she had come 
to this City from Milwaukee in response to a tele- 
gram from a prominent citizen announcing that 
she had become heiress to a rich estate, and had 
been visited at the various hotels at which she 
stopped by leading merchants and others, all of 
whom had advanced her money and manifested 
a strong desire to manage her vast estates. The 
jury showed their appreciation of Bertha’s story 
oy finding her guilty after deliberating about five 
minutes. On hearing the verdict the * Confidence 
Queen” made a terrible outcry and held her hand- 
kerchief to her eyes, from which, however, no tears 
could be seen to flow. She was then taken back 
to her ceil in the Tombs. Judge Cowing baving 
postponed sentence until Friday. She can be sent 
to the penitentiary for three years and fined three 
times the amount obtained by false pretenses, in 
the diseretion of the court. ‘The other indictment 
against her will not be pressed. Mrs. Heyman has, 
it is said, swindled persons :°! over the country. 
She ran up a bill with the dentist employed by 
Judge Cowing, before whom she was tried. When 
ask for payment, she sent word that the dentist 
need not trouble himself about so trifling a sum as 
the had fourteen millions on deposit in a trust com- 
pany, but could not spare time to go down town 
50 cut off the coupons. 
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PARK DEPARTMENT - AFFAIRS. 
THE FIGHT RENEWED OVER THE MANAGE- 
MENT OF THE PARK. 

Mr. Charles Tiffany, of the firm of Tiffany 
& Co., appeared before the Park Commissioners at 
their meeting yesterday, and requested permission 
for the Brush. Electric Light Company to erecta 
pole against the curb in Union-Square, opposite 
Fifteenth-street. He said the company insisted on 
piacing a pole opposite the store occupied by his 
firm, but they offered to compromise the matter by 
placing it on the opposite side of the street provid- 
ing Mr. Tiffany would secure from the Park Com- 


missioners the necessary permission allowing them 
todoso. Commissioner Lane said the Park De- 
partment possessed authority over the entire street 
along the park front, and permission to erect the 
pole would have to be obtained from the board in 
any event. Mr. Tiffany said that in that case his 
connection with the matter ceased, as 
he had no interest in having the pole 
placed anywhere in the vicinity of his store. 
A comnmunication was received from the Trustees 
of the Metropolitan Museum of Art, announcing 
that they would have a reception in the Museum 
next Tuesday. They asked for the detail of a 
sufficient force of policemen on that occasion, 
which was granted. Commissioner Lane attempted 
to renew the fight of the last meeting by offering a 
resolution providing that Aneurin Jones, Superin- 
tendent of Public Parks, be removed from that vo- 
sition, and that Calvert Vaux be appointed in his 
place at a salary of $1,000ayear. There was no 
discussion on the resolution, which was lost, Mr. 
Lane casting the only affirmative vote. It is un- 
derstood that Mr. Vaux would not accept the posi- 
tion. Mr. Olliffe’s resolution to appoint Samuel B. 
Parsons to the position was lost by a similar vote. 
A substitute by Mr. Wales that Messrs. Vaux and 
Olmsted be appointed landscape architects was 
lost on a ‘tie’ vote, and Mr. Lane’s resolution 
providing for the appointment of Frederick Law 
Olmsted as consulting landscape architect, in the 
place of Julius Munckwitz, was lost. ‘The original 
motion made by Chairman MacLean appointing 
Calvert Vaux as superintending architect, in the 
place of Julius Munckwitz, was laid over for fur- 
ther discussion at the next meeting. Mr. Wales 
reiterated his statements made at the previous 
meeting on behaif of Superintendent Jones. The 
contract for paving Broadway in the Twenty- 
fourth Ward was awarded to Edward M. Lynch 
for $9,749 25. 
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A NEW IRON STEAM-SHIP. 
ARRIVAL IN PORT OF THE GUADALOUPE, OF 
THE MALLORY LINE. 

“he new iron steam-ship Guadaloupe, thé 
atest addition to the fleet of the Mallory Line, 
arrived from Chester yesterday morning and was 
moored at Pier No. 21 East River. This vessel is 
the largest which has yet been built for the Mallory 
Line, and comes from the ship-yard of John Roach 
& Son. She measures néarly 3,000 tons, is 330 feet 
long, 8914 feet across her beam. and 21 feet deep. 
Her hold is divided into several water-tight com- 
partments, and her engines are compound and of 
the newest pattern. Her cabin on the main deck 
will be handsomely furnished, and contains state- 
rooms for 74 first-class passengers. A broad stair- 
case leads from the dining saloon to the “social 
hall’’ on the upper deck. There will be accommo- 
dations for 120 steerage passengers, The deck- 
houses are of iron and the sides are all iron up to 
the hurricane deck—an unusual feature with ves- 
tels built by John Roach & Son. Two of the 
decks are entirely of iron. The hurricane deck 
affords a promerade from the stem to the stern of 
the vessel. In the hold there is room for the stow- 
age of 8,000 bales of cotton. The Guadaloupe is 
ichooner-rigged and carries a large spread of can- 
vas. Mallory & Co. expect that she will prove a 
fast as well as a safe steam-ship. She will ply 
regularly between this port and Galveston, and 
Will start on her first trip Nov. 8. Several 
large life-boats are to_be placed in the davits on 
the hurricane deck. The ship is supplied with ali 
of the latest steam appliances, and is thoroughly 
fitted for the trade for which she was built. She 
is under the command of Capt. John Pennington, 
bn experienced shipmaster. Another steam-ship 
calied the San Marcos will be launched at Chester 
in about 10 days, and will take her placein the 
Mallory fleet next December. 
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A LAWYER CALLED TO ACCOUNT. 

A colored woman named Annie Brown was 
to have been tried in Special Sessions for assault

THE DOCK COMMISSIONERS. 
AN AFIMATED DISPUTE OVER THE DISPOSAL 
OF PIER PRIVILEGES. 


A delegation of coal-dealers waited upon the 
Dock Commissioners yesterday to protest against 
the proposed sale of the right to collect the 
wharfage on certain piers and bulkheads in the 
vicinity of Leroy-street, North River. This sale is 
advertised to take place next Monday. The coal- 
dealers said that they represented customers who 
consumed a million tons a year, and that as they 
could get no pier south of Canal-street at which to 
unload their coal barges they were reduced to the 
necessity of using the bulkheads, and even in this 
they were frequently hindered by the steam-ship 
companies, who piled up their merchandise on these 
bulkheads and thus cut off all access to them. 


What the protestants feared was that the same 
companies would bid in the privileges to be sold 
next Monday and put up the price so high as to 
drive off the coal-dealers. One of the dealers re- 
minded the board that the companies had time and 
again taken possession of these bulkheads, to the 
exclusion of those who desired to unload not only 
coal but lumber, brick, and other building supplies. 
He had frequently been yen ee to wait days at 
atime for one of these buikbeads, and finally to 
move his barge altogether to another pier. 

Mr. Laimbeer interrupted him with: ‘*The for- 
mer board was in the habit of permitting the steam- 
ship companies to do this sort of thing. The pres- 
ent board is not, and will insist that the companies 
be restricted to the proper use of these bulkheads. 
1 think these gentlemen need have no fear for the 
future.” 

Mr. Voorhis—I think not, Sir. 

Mr. Vanderpoel—Excuse me, but it is quite pos- 
sible that they may have trouble. Iam glad they 
have called, for it gives me the opportunity to say 
something which Iintended to say at the proper 
time. We may insist that the steam-ship com- 
panies do not block up the bulkheads, but there is 
the Harbor-master who has something to sey about 
such matters, and the Harbor-master is, I think, a 
man who can be bought. There are grave doubts 
about these dealers securing the use of the bulk- 
heads if these are sold, as has been proposed, and 
for that reason J am opposed to the sale. 

Mr. Laimbeer (excitedly)—Why didn’t you say so 
before. It’s the first I have known anything about 
it. You weren't opposed to it the otner day. 

Mr. Vanderpoel (calmly)—Yes, I was. 

Mr. Laimbeer—No, you were not. Didn’t you 
assist us in making out the upset prices for these 
bulkheads and piers? 

Mr. Vanderpoel—No, I didn’t. 

Mr. Luimbeer—Why, certainly, you did. Didn’t 
he, Mr. Voorhis? 

Mr. Voorhis (shading his face with his hands to 
conceal his laughter)—I so understood it. 

Mr. Laimbeer—What’s the use, then, Mr. Vander- 
poel, of your renigging? 

Mr. Vanderpoel—You say what is not correct, 
Sir. Imay haye had something to say about fig- 
ures, but 1 was opposed to the sale all the same, 
and intended to say so at the proper time. 

Mr. Laimbeer—Ah! but what's the use in mak- 
ing figures one day and running away from them 
the next ? 

Mr. Vanderpoel—I haven't, Sir. You got up this 
sale yourself, and I’ve allowed any figures to be 
stuck in the lists which you wanted. You can 
stick yourself in, Sir, if you wantto. It’s when we 
come to yoting, Sir, that I should protest. 

This little exhibition of humor was highly edi- 
fying to the coal-dealers, who withdrew with 
broad grins on their faces, after Mr. Laimbeer’s 
motion referring the whole question of leasing and 
selling the bulkhead and pier privileges to Messrs. 
Voorhbis and Vanderpoel with power. 

On motion of Mr. Vanderpoel, the Sinking Fund 
Commissioners were requested to direct the Con- 
troller to issue dock bonds to the amount of $250,- 
000 for the use of the Dock Department. 

Plans submitted by the Erie Railroad Company 
for the building of a floating platform between 
their two piers at the foot of Chambers-street, to 
enable the classifying of goods befoie being sent to 
Jersey City for loading in the cars, were givena 
long consideration by the board. The company’s 
representatives said that only the same privileges 
now given the Pennsylvania Company were asked. 
For want of such privileges the Erie was unable to 
compete with the Pennsylvania and New-York 
Central, and was losing $150,000 a year. The Dock 
Department’s engineer saw legal obstacles to the 
adoption of the Erie’s plans whieh to him ap- 
peared insuperable, The three Commissioners 
were inclined to that view also, but promised to 
find, if possible. an early solution to the problem 
of satisfying the Erie Company and the law. The 
cost of the structure proposed by the Erie is esti- 
mated at about $190,000. 
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JUMPING FROM A THIRD-STORY WINDOW. 


In the rear of No. 352 West Sixteenth-street 


isarickety three-story frame building, access to 
the intdrior of which is had by a wooden stairway 
built outside the house. The tenants are two 
women who oceupy.the first and second floors, 
and William Parkinson, a laborer, who rented the 
third floor. At 5 o’clock yesterday morning the 
stairway, which was covered over, caught fire at 
the second floor, and, the air drawing through it, 
forced the smoke and flames into the house, and 
eut off the escape of Parkirson and his wife. Eliza- 
beth, and their children, Anna, aged 9, and William, 
aged 1 year. Parkinson discovered the peril they 
were in while a policeman was sending out an 
alarm. He threw a mattress and some bedding 
into the yard, and at his bidding his wife, who had 
the baby in her arms, dropped from the window- 
sill and escaped with severe bruises.

The Signal Service Bureau report indicates 
for to-day, in this region, fair weather, varia- 
ble winds, rising, followed by falling, barom- 
eter, stationary or higher temperature. 


Unfortunately, ex-Gov. MorGan has found 
it impossible to accept the post of Secretary 
of the Treasury, which was tendered to him 
with tne unanimous approval of business 
men throughout the country, and it is stated 
with some appearance of authority that 
Judge FoLtcer’s name will be sent to the 
Senate to-day. While the fitness of the 
Chief-Justice of the Court of Appeals to 
feal with questions of national finance can 
only be presumed, it is reasonably certain 
that he will not conduct the Treasury De- 
partment in the spirit of a politician, and in 
that fact, at least, there is a very solid 
reason.for ,his appointment.. It may be 
asserted with, equal confidence that his 
edministration will be cautious, incor- 
ruptible, and in strict accordance with 
law. That is‘certainly,a good deal to 
be secure about in regard to any ap- 
pointee for sucha position, and if Judge 
FouGER is equal io the sacrifice which a sur- 
render of his present place will entail, the 
public have every reason to be satisfied. His 
rumored reversionary interest in a place on 
the Bench of the: United States Supreme 
Court is a matter not demanding immediate 
discussion. 


‘ Mr. Sera Low yesterday received the 
nomination for Mayor from the Republican 
City Convention of', Brooklyn by a vote of 
103 to 24. This practical unanimity on the 
part of the reguler: convention, together 
with the support which the originators of 
the Ropes movement will undoubtedly give 
him, ought to make his election perfectly 
possible; and, with proper effort, secure. 
There is a pretty decided, movement among 
the Democratic leaders to’ unite tne factions 
of that party, by an arrangement after 
the manner of the one made by the Repub- 
licans—4. ¢., the withdrawal of both HowxeLu 
and Siocoum and the nomination of a third 
man. Thisis hardly likely to succeed, but 
jt may lead to union among the Democrats 
on Gen. SLocum—a contingency which the 
supporters of Mr. Low cannot afford to lose 
sight of.. There is no doubt that Gen. Sto- 
um, in spite of his excellent personal char- 
acter, would make a Mayor more acceptable 
to the Democratic boss than Mr. Low, and, 
therefore, less acceptable to the people of 
Brooklyn. 


The Republican Committee of Twenty- 
four have recommended the nomination of 
Mr. Greorce H. Forster as District Attor- 
ney and of Mr. Danren G. Rouurns as Sur- 
rogate. Despite his somewhat erratic course 
in the Legislature, Mr. Forster is a man of 
great ability, indomitable energy, and un- 
impeachable integrity. He would undoubt- 
edly make a most efficient and. faith- 
ful District Attorney. Mr. Roxuis, the 
present incumbent- ‘of that. office, will 
carry out of it the respect of every lawyer 
who has had occasion to recognize the 
jurbanity and methodical dispatch which 
.s characterized his administration, and 
‘by that larger public who are familiar with 


his successful conduct of a very complicated 
mass of business his eminent fitness for 
the position for which he is a_ can- 
didate will be cordiglly recognized. The 
committee’s nominees fer Justices of the 
Marine Court are respectable but not _par- 
ticularly eminent members of the Bar; for 
Aldermen at Large, Messrs. McCLAVE and 
Frxck, who have done nothing that we 
know of to elevate the general character of 
the board of which they are members; and 
the nominee for Coroner is an ex-Assembly- 
man—Mr.CHarues E. BREsM—who reaches 
the ordinary standard of Coroners. 
OPE A APR TNE RS ARS TY 

First Assistant Postmaster-General TYNER 
has sent in his resignation, as requested, and 
has been informed by the Postmaster-Gen- 


eral that the surrender of his place was not 
asked of him in consequence of any charges 
affecting his official integrity or business in- 
capacity. In an explanatory card, Mr. 
TYNER says that he was compelied to 
withdraw from the department on ac- 
count of an unfriendly feeling that 
had grown up between him and the 
Postmaster-General, and that this feeling 


had been inspired and cultivated by meddle- 
some persons. It is unfortunate for Mr. 


TYNER that this portion of his explanation 
is further elucidated by the statement that 
he has been assailed in the newspapers, and 
that his official integrity has been impugned 
by persons who have, for this purpose, used 
documents and information derivable only 


from files in the Post Office Department. 


This indicates that something more than 


an ‘unfriendly feeling’’ lies behind Mr. 
TYNER’S departure from the public service. 


The Hon. Frank Hiscock has written a 
glowing letter to the ‘‘ Industrial League of 


America,” sympathizing with the conven- 
tion of manufacturers’ at Chicago next 
month. It is full of the ordinary common- 
places of protectionism about the ‘‘de- 


velopment and utilizing of our native re- 


sources,”’ ‘securing markets for the prod- 


ucts of our soil,’’ ‘‘the permanent pvrotec- 
tion of all industries which are dependent 
upon the bounty of our rich and 
varied soil,” &c. But when asked to 
“suggest the best way for the ac- 
complishment of that object,’”’ Mr. H1s- 
cock, like many another fluent talker, is 
struck dumb with modesty. ‘‘ It would,’’ 
he says, ‘‘ be presumptuous in me to lay 
down a line of action.’”” This is where Mr. 
Hiscock makes a great mistake. It would 
not be presumptuous, but very kind and 
helpful, in him to lay down a line of action by 
which his rather hazy doctrines could be put 
into practice. We have had plenty of rhetoric 
and promises, but of definite, common sense, 
practical suggestion to bring about the in- 
dustrial millennium we have had nothing. 
Mr. Hiscock should step into ‘‘ the gap,’’ 
as our Irish friends say. 


At a meeting of the Dock Commissioners 
yesterday the subject of the occupation of 
piers and bulkheads was brought up by a 
complaint of coal-dealers. These gentlemen 
are unable to get a landing for their coal 
at piers below Canal-street, and are obliged 
to use the bulkheads. Now they are afraid 
of losing even this accommodation, which 
has always been very uncertain. The com- 
plaint gave rise toa very unseemly squab- 
ble between Commissioners VANDERPOEL 
and LAIMBEER, in the course of which the 
former said that he believed the Harbor- 
master was ‘‘a man who could be bought.’’ 
This isa serious charge, and would hardly 
have been made without some foundation. 
If corruption is to be added to the other 
sources of confusion and mismanagement of 
our docks, the already outrageous abuse of 
our splendid water line will become worse 
than ever. 





COMPETITION AND RAILROAD 
RATES. 

The advance which the various through 
lines of railroad are making in rates for both 
passengers and freight between the West 
and the sea-board is not the result of any 
new agreement or understanding, but is in 
a certain sense a spontaneous movement, 
dictated in the case of each company by its 
own interests. It has been obvicus enough 
that the low rates produced by the so-called 
**war’’ could not last. The only question was 
whether there would be a new combination 
among the companics or whether the ad- 
justment of rates would be left for com- 
petition to work out. Whether the latter 
method is practicable is apparently to be 
put to the test, and it may possibly settle a 
number of questions besides that immedi- 
ately involved. . 

When one or more of the companies en- 
gaged in the immense traffic between the 
forwarding points of the interior and the 
ports of the Atlantic coast cut under the 
established rates for through business, it was 
inevitable that the others should also come 
down in order to save their share in that 
business. It was natural that for a time 
there should be some wild slashing, and 
that immediate profits should be disregarded 
in the scramble to secure as much as possi- 
ble of the traffic. Neither the interests of 
the public nor those of the corporations 
could permit thisto go on indefinitely, but 
how was it to be stopped? Evidently, if 
agreement was impossible, some one com- 
pany would have to take the initiative in 
restoring rates, relying on self-interest to 
induce the others to follow. This process 
has begun, and the question now is how 
competition is going to work out a normal 
and stable system of charges. 

Rates between New-York and Chicago 
have heretofore constituted a sort of stand- 
ard by which others on through business 

ave been gauged. This is still likely to be 
the case, but if competition continues it will 
produce new results. Some one line is al- 
most certain to become a sort of arbiter in 
the business. Suppose, for instance, that the 
New-York Central and its connections form 
the strongest line. It can fairly afford to carry 
passengers to Chicago at a certain rate. If 
others make lower rates, itis fully able to 
meet them and hold itsown. If they ad- 
vance, it is likely to go with them up to its 
standard, but it cannot of. necessity be 
forced above it. If it sees gain in so doing, 
it may go higher, but it can stop if its inter- 
ests so dictate. It will then be for the others 
to decide whether they can secure their 
share of business and do it to ad- 
vantage at the same _ rates to this 
City or corresponding rates to their proper 
termini. If, however, any one of these is 
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stronger—that is, in a position to do the 
same businesson more advantageous terms 
for customers—it will be able to set the 
standard and force conformity to it. The 
same principle applies in the case of 
freight rates. If competition is to rule, 
that line which is so. situated as 
to handle business to the best advantage and 
with the greatest economy will be able to set 
the standard of rates, and the others will be 
compelled to make the best of them. This 
is supposing that any stable basis is to be 
reached. On any other supposition a guer- 
rilla warfare will be kept up, which this 
same strongest line will be able to stand 
longer than any of the others, some of which 
would reach their limit of endurance at no 
distant day- 


The attitude taken by the New- York Cen- 


tral at the present stage of the contest ap- 


pears to indicate that it holds itself to be the 
arbiter, if there must be.one, and that it 
proposes to pursue a course determined 
solely by its own interests, leaving the 


others to take care of themselves. This 


does not imply that it will act with- 
out any reference td them, but that 
it will regard them simply as _ rivals 
and competitors. One effect of this policy, 
if kept up, is pretty clear. Under the old 


arrangement for maintaining rates by combi- 


nation the through business was ‘‘ pooled”’ 
and parceled out among the members of the 
combination, and differential rates were al- 
lowed to Philadelphia and Baltimore, which 


were entirely arbitrary. Under compe- 


tition each line of railroad will depend 


upon its facilities and advantages and the 
economy of its management for its share of 
through business, and each terminal port 


will in like manner be dependent on 
its legitimate -powers of attraction as a 


point for distributing or exporting the 
products of the West. If New-York 
has special advantages, it will enjoy the 
benefit of them, and if its railroads can offer 


the best inducements to traffic, they will ob- 


tain a corresponding share init. There isa 


prospect of our seeing whether competition 
between trunk lines is practicable and can 
be made permanent, and of studying the 


effects of an experiment, at least, in that 
direction. 


JUDGE KEY’S EXPLANATION. 

Ex-Postmaster-General Key, in an inter- 
view with a newspaper reporter, gives to the 
public what may fairly be considered as his 
explanation of the course pursued by him in 
relation to star route matters while he was 
Postmaster-General. There has been a 
general desire to hear from Judge Key, 
who is regarded as an honest and amia- 
ble gentleman. His past record forbids the 
suggestion that he could have had any 
knowledge of any fraud allowed 
to continue in his department for a 
single day. It has been a matter of 
public curiosity, therefore, that suca heavy 
drafts should have been made upon the 
Treasury by the postal service without any 
apparent justification, while Postmaster- 
General Key continued to be unsuspicious 
of fraud or irregularity. It has not seemed 
consistent with accepted notions of official 
responsibility that the Postmaster-General 
should have intelligently attended to his 
business and should have remained ignorant 
of the extent of the frauds being perpe- 
trated. Either Judge Key was the incapa- 
ble head of the Post Office Department, or 
the extraordinary outlay of money on the 
star route service was expedient, honest, and 
defensible on grounds of public policy. 


being 


Judge Key was only willing, it appears, 
to say anything about the alleged postal 
frauds when it was represented to him that 
his silence might be construed to the injury 
of Messrs. TyNER and Brapy, both of whom 
command the fullest confidence of the 
ex-Postmaster-General. We have already 
printed that portion of the remarksof Judge 
Key which refers to the so-called suppressed 
report of Mr. Tyner. It is well known 
that Mr. Tyner now claims that his re- 
port condemning the methods employed in 
expediting and increasing star route service 
was written in 1879. Mr. Tynpr’s defense 
is based on this report, and he argues that 
he‘could not be involved in any star route 
frauds, as he declared against the whole 
system so long ago as 1879. Judge Key, 
on the other hand, steadily asserts that there 
were no such frauds, that the service was 
just and reasonable, and that the general 
system was sanctioned and approved by 
Congress, after due examination. There is 
a conflict betwixt Key and Tyner, then. 
TYNER does not deny that there have been 
frauds. He tacitly admits the allegation of 
fraud. He denies his complicity, and he 
points to his report as evidence of his dis- 
approval of the whole business. Judge 


‘Key, while he commends Tyner, denies 


that there was anything wrong in the star 
route management. 


So far as Judge Kry is concerned, the 
public is not so much interested in his cor- 
roboration of TyNnER’s tale of his alleged 
report, dated 1879, as in what seems to be 
the ex-Postmaster-General’s explanation of 
his own relations to the star route manage- 
ment. Judge Key and Mr, Tyner may or 
may not have reference to the same docu- 
ment when they speak of the report of 
August, 1879. The ex-Postmaster-General 
has a misty idea that that document 
was an invasion ‘of Brapy’s pastures 
in California, and that it ‘‘ would 
have made a row” if Brapy had 
gotatit. TYNER says it was a sweeping con- 
demnation of the star route system. But the 
discussion which this incendiary document 
created in the upper circles of the Post 
Office Department induced Postmaster-Gen- 
eral Key to undertake what he calls ‘‘a 
personal examination of the files of the de- 
partment” for the purpose of seeing for 
himself whether Brapy’s orders had been 
wise or not. The result was, as the intelli- 
gent reader will not be surprised to learn, 
that Judge Key was satisfied that Brapy’s 
action ‘“‘had been based upon strong and 
convincing documentary testimony, gener- 
ally indorsed by the members and Delegates 
of Congress from the States and Territories 
interested in these routes.’’ 

It further appears that Postmaster-General 
Key discovered that Brapy had sent a spe- 
cial agent to make a personal examination 
of ‘‘all these routes,’’ (which is a vague 
phrase,)and that Brapy’s agent had re- 
ported that everything was fair, honest, and 
right. This being the case, with TyNger’s 
opinion on the one side and the document- 


ary evidence and Brapy’s agent’s report on 
the other, Judge Key says he could not long 
hesitate. He accordingly sent in his report to 
Congress asking for money for the deficiency 
in the appropriation for the star route service. 
Congress, says Judge Key, ordered a long 
and thorough investigation of the alleged star 
route abuses, and then made an appropria- 
tion to’ carry on the service as Brapy had 
increased and expedited it, and the Post- 
master-General ‘‘ was content to abide by 
the action of Congress.’’ On this the ex- 
Postmaster-General rests his case. He says: 
“It would have been impertinent and inex- 
cusable in me to have flown in the face, of 
Congress, and to haveclaimed more wisdom 
and honesty than that body possessed.’’ 
There is some force in what Judge Kry 
says regarding the responsibility of Con- 
gress in this matter. It is certain that 


the petitions asking for ‘increased facilities 
on the postal star routes were largely in- 
dorsed, in many instances, by Congress- 
men. It is also true that Congress did, 


after a hard fight, grant the amount 


asked to cover the deficiency made 
by Brapy’s augmentation of the cost 
of the star’ routes. But no man 
who has followed the course of the expo- 
sure made in THe TiMgs, since the latest 


investigation of the star route system be- 


gan, can fail to see that the documentary 
evidence to which Judge Key so confidently 
refers was largely fraudulent, and that a 
patient examination of these documents 


has proved the villainy of the star route 


conspiracy. Judge Key also knows that a 


Congressional committee of investigation, 
previous to that which was over-ridden by 
Brapy’s notorious lobby very properly 
characterized BRADY’s system as one organ- 


ized ‘for the purposes of plunder and cor- 
ruption.”’ It was a lobby from the Post 


Office Department that secured the deficien- | 


cy appropriation to which Judge Kry now 
points as ample justification of Brapy and 


all his works. The present Postmaster- 
General has had no difficulty in discovering 


documentary evidence of the star route 
frauds. Why could not Postmaster-General 
Key have made these discoveries ? 





COLEMAN’S FAILURE. 

The citizens of New-York, have in the last 
few weeks been reluctantly forced back to 
their old state of mind on the subject of the 
filthiness of the strects. There has been 
growing evidence that the new system of 
cleaning has from some cause or other 
broken down or become demoralized. 
The streets have rarely been dirtier 
than they are now. Before the re- 
cent rain the dust that was blown about, to 
the damage of property and health and the 
destruction of comfort, was composed of 
dried and pulverized accumulations of street 
fillh which should have been removed. The 
rain simply transformed it into the vile and 
sticky paste with which we are so sadly 
familiar. 

Mr. CotEMAN has not suffered from lack 
of public support and encouragement. His 
appointment was regarded with general favor 
and high hope. Ample time was given him 
to get his department in order and set the 
new system into operation. Every sign of 
improvement was promptly recognized, 
and the public was disposed to ap- 
plaud every step he took in _ the 
right direction, albeit his steps seemed 
rather slow and not altogether free from 
halting. In fact, he had an opportunity 
such as few public officials are favored with 
to win public approval and appreciation. 
He had only to do tolerably well the work 
which the citizens had been accustomed to 
have done so very skabbily. His apparent 
failure comes as asad disappointment, and 
the public would be glad to know its cause. 


Does Mr. CoLeMAN lack the administra- 
tive skill and executive capacity to carry on 
the work of his department successfully, or 
is he hampered or overruled in such a way 
as to paralyze his energies? So faras the 
public can see, he has things his own 
way. Ample funds have been placed 
at, his disposal, and they have certainly 
been very freély expended. So. far as 
we know, he has not been interfered 
with, by politicians or been compelled 
to make appointments or give employment 
at the dictation of others. And yet, as the 
time of the annual election approaches, we 
have the familiar spectacle of neglected 
streets and accumulating filth,while there is 
no diminution of the street-cleaning force 
and no cessation of the expenditure of money 
by the department. Here is something of a 
mystery. Is it possible that Mr. CoLeMAn 
himself is making a political machine of 
his department? 

If Mr. CoteMan is not of his own accerd 
neglecting his duty or misusing the func- 
tions of his office, is there any power coerc- 
ing him? There is no power behind him 
except that of Mayor Grace. He was de- 
pendent on the Mayor for his appointment 
and is subject to removal by him. The ap- 
proval of at least two members of the Board 
of Health was necessary to put him in office 
and wouid be necessary to get him out. It is 
not likely that two members of that board 
would concur in his removal if he con- 
ducted the work of his department with 
conspicuous success, even though the Mayor 
might desire to get rid of him for lack of 
subserviency to his own wishes. On the 
other. hand, they would doubtless concur 
very promptly if he were removed 
for an obvious failure to do his duty. 
He might go on with a _ single 
eye to clean streets and resent every intru- 
sion of political influence with little danger 
of losing his place, but it might place him 
in unpleasant antagonism with the Mayor. 
On the other hand, if he was compliant and 
failed in his work through subserviency to 
his official superior, the latter might make 
him secure and comfortable in his piace by 
refusing to take the necessary initiative for 
his removal, 

Mr. CoLteMAN cannot himself escape re- 
sponsibility or the condemnation due for 
any failure of his department, for he would 
be promptly sustained by the public in any 
effort to maintain the independence of his 
office. But he isin a position where coer- 
cion may be applied, and if the Mayor is 
using it, he too should be held to his re- 
sponsibility and condemned in a. manner 
that cannot be mistaken. There isa slight 
division of responsibility in this case, but it 
rests chiefly on the Mayor after all. The in- 
tervention of the Board of Health in the 
appointment and removal of the Commis- 


| in his hands. 


sioner was an absurd compromise, but there 
has been no evidence yet that it operates as 
an obstacle to efficiency. The Mayor can 
keep a good man in the office and he can get 
rid of a bad one, and until he encounters 
difficulty in an effort to do one or the other 
his responsibii.cy is undivided. 


If Mr. Coteman fails on account of his 
incapacity, he should be femoved. If he 
permits himself to be thwarted by the Mayor 
for political ends, it is a fault for which he 
should be condemned, but in either case the 
ultimate responsibility rests upon Mr. 
Gracgk. If he is coercing the Commission- 
er into a prostitution of his department 
to political purposes and forcing him 
to. fail in its legitimate work, he 
is recreant to his high trust, false 
to his professions, and unworthy of public 


confidence. It shows what he would have 


done with the powers and resources of the 
Street-cleaning Department if it had been 


} made an appurtenance of his own office, as 


was proposed by the Committee of Twenty- 
one. Butall this proves nothing as to the 


desirability of concentrating responsibility 


Jt should be more completely 
| there than it is by having no restriction 
upon the power of appointment and re- 
moval; then there would be no hesitation in 


fixing the blame and meting out condemna- 
| 
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tion. But if suspicions of dereliction on 
the part of Mr. CoteMAN or of unfaithful- 
ness on the part of the Mayor are without 
foundation, we should be glad to have some 


other explanation of the obvious and uncon- 
cealable fact that the Street-cleaning Depart- 
ment has failed to keep the streets clean. 





THE ORIGIN OF THE CONSTITUTION. 
It is pleasant to find among foreigners an 
intimate familiarity with our history and 4 


hearty appreciation of our great men. Still 
more pleasant is it when industrious foreign- 
ers, by their careful investigations, make new 
discoveries concerning the early history of 


the United States. Light has been lately 


thrown by an Italian newspaper, not only upon 


the origin of our Constitution, but upon the 
personal character of those two eminent 
Americans ‘‘GrorGis VASHINGTON’’ and 


‘“*ToMMASO JEFERSON,’’ and we cannot be 
too grateful to our esteemed Neapolitan con- 
temporary for its valuable contribution to 
American history. The Italian facts thus 
brought to light are briefly as follows: 

At the period when VASHINGTON was de- 
sirous of granting a Constitution to the 
Americans, and of resigning the Dictator- 
ship—that magnanimous act to which the 
resignation by Gen. GARIBALDrI of the Dic- 
tatorship of Naples alone affords a parallel 
the leader of the Socialists and the chief 
opponent of VasHINGTON was the cele- 
brated Tommaso JEFERSON, a man of great 
ability, but a Lutheran heretic and an 
enemy of order. The two great men, al- 
though political opponents, were personal 
friends, and VasHinecTon frequently con- 
sulted JEFERSON as to the provisions of the 
new Constitution. As to one matter it was 
for a long time impossible to arrive at 
any agreement. VASHINGTON was de- 
termined that the legislative body should 
consist of two chambers, while JEFERSON 
was inflexibly in favor of one chamber only. 
It was in these circumstances that JEFER- 
SON one morning invited the Dictator to 
breakfast with him. The invitation was ac- 
cepted, and at the appointed hour Vasuine- 
TON entered the apartments of his friendly 
rival, who lived with great frugality on the 
fourth floor of a house in Twelve street—a 
part of the capital inhabited chiefly by arti- 
sans, and the stronghold of the proletariat. 
He was warmly received, and the two states- 
men sat down to a breakfast of which roast 
beef was the principal, as it is to-day the na- 
tional, dish. 

While drinking his tea, a beverage of 
which the Americans, like the English, are 
inordinately fond, VASHINGTON noticed that 
his host poured part of his tea from his tea- 
cup into his saucer. 

‘‘Pardon me,’”’ began VASHINGTON, ‘‘ but 
will you permit me to ask why you thus 
make use as much of your saucer as of 
your cup while drinking your tea?” 

‘*Itis,’’ replied JEFERSON, ‘‘ because of the 
extreme heat of the tea, which otherwise 
would burn my mouth and vitals did I not 
take precautions to cool it.”’ 

* «But how,” pursued the great Dictator, 
“does the saucer cool the tea ?”’ 

‘¢ Body of Bacchus !’”’ replied JEFERson, 
‘“‘Your Excellency must understand that 
the tea is cooled both by the space of time 
which is consumed when it is poured from 
the cup to the saucer and by the fact that | 
the saucer is itself cool, whereas the cup is 
heated with the heat of the tea.’’ 

‘« Hbbene !’’ exclaimed VASHINGTON.’ 
‘You’ then maintain that in order to the 
cooling of tea two vessels are required for 
its reception—one into which it is poured 
directly from the tea-machine and one into 
which it is afterward poured from the cup 
which originaily received it. Am I right ?’”’ 

** Perfectly right,’’ was the frank reply. 

«* And without the aid of the two vessels 
the tea could not be properly drank, since 
otherwise it would burn the throat of the 
drinker, and exert a deleterious rather than 
a beneficent effect upon his body ?”’ 

‘« Excellency, yes,’’ replied the Socialist 
leader, who had not the slightest idea that 
VASHINGTON, following the tactics of 
SocraTEs as skillfully as he had followed 
the tactics of EvGens of Savoy on the bat- 
tle-field, was enticing him to his overthrow. 

‘* Sangue della Madonna !’’ cried the ex- 
ulting Dictator, ‘‘I have thee at last, my 
’Maso. If two vessels are required for the 
cooling of tea, how much more are two 
chambers required for the due preparations 
of laws? If there is but one chamber, then 
must the laws be given to the people so hot 
that their throats are scalded; butif there 
are two chambers, and the laws are passed 
from the one to the other, then will they be 
properly cooled and given to the people in a 
state fit for immediate use. Do I not speak 
truly?” 

‘‘Pardon me,”’ replied JEFERSON, “‘ but I 
perceive that your Excellency is a ‘piece of 
fox.” I confess myself discomfited, and | 
henceforth-I will no longer oppose the dual 
chamber.”’ 

Thus was the great opponent of Vasu- 
INGTON and of his scheme of two chambers 
convinced that the singie chamber system was 
wrong. As all the world knows, the Ameri- 
can Constitution still retains the provision 
for two chambers—one elected by the peo- 
ple and the other appointed by the Presi- 
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dent with the advice of his Ministers. Al- 
though JEFERSCN advocated political views 
properly.of the devil, it must be confessed 
that to his acquiescence in the plans of Vasu- 
INGTON the Americans are indebted for the 
most valuable feature-of their Constitution— 
a feature which with certain wise modifi- 
cations forms part of the Constitution of the 
Italian Kingdom. i 
It is unfortunate that the facts thus ably 
and picturesquely set forth by our esteemed 
Neapolitan contemporary were not known to 
HILDRETH and to BanorortT, so that they 
might have been incorporated in the two 
leading histories of the United States. They 


are, however, of unique value even at this 
day, and the perfect way in which the Italian 
writer has painted WaAsHINGTON and JEF- 
FERSON and reproduced their familiar dis- 


course, will more than ever endear the 
memory of these great men to Americans. 


SE eT A EE SR A 

The Volksraad of the Boers has after all 
accepted the terms of the convention proposed by 
the representatives of England after the suspen- 
sion of hostilities in the Transvaal. The Boers are 
divided into two factions, which may be described 
as Moderates and Extremists. The former are in 
favor of accepting any reasonable terms from the 
Government of England and the latter are violent- 
ly opposed to having their country interfered with 
in any shape whatever by a foreign power. It 
seemed, while the convention was under discussion 
in the Volksraad, as if the Extremists or ultra- 


patriotic party were going to gain their point of 
flinging back the convention in England’s face. 
This would infallibly have led to a renewal of hos- 
tilities, and the Transvaal would have become once 
more the theatre of confusion and carnage. 


England had made her preparations against the 


probability of the Volksraad refusing to accept 
the convention, for during the past month she has 
been steadily sending British and colonial troops 
from Nata! toward the border of the Transvaal. 
There could, therefore, be no doubt that if the 


Volksraad had done anything else than it has 
done, hostilities would have been recommenced at 


once. Happily. that misfortune has been avoided 


through the good sense of the majority in the 
Volksraad. By the convention the Boers will 
acknowledge the nominal sovereignty of the Queen 
of England, although they will have full liberty to 


manage their own affairs, except in one particular 
—that is, they will not be allowed to continue what 
is called the “‘ apprentice” system, which is but a 
euphonious way of describing one of the eruelest 
systems of slavery ever upheld by white men. 
Natives will no longer be kidnapped in their kraals 
and brought by force into Boer servitude, and there 


will be an end to the continual danger of a power- 
ful Kafir inroad upon the Transvaal, led by savages 
determined upon reprisals and revenge. Alto- 
gether, the convention should prove a blessing to 
the Transvaal, and it is to be hoped that its terms 
will be kept unbroken by the Boers for many a day. 
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When the engagement of the Marquis of 
Lorne to the Princess Louise was announced it ex: ! 
cited in England very great surprise. Among the \ 
higher nobility the affair was generally thought a |! 
blunder, but no sort of jealousy arose, because an | 
alliance with royalty was not by any means regard- | 
ed as one tobe desired.

voice, avaluable addition to her circle, and he be- 
came as great a favorite with her husband, now 
Archbishop of York, as with herself. Dr. THomson 
was the most intimate friend of Max Mutter, the 
philologist, who, as well as Dr. Taomson, were inti- 
mate with Dean SranLey, and thus it came about 
that their young favorite, Mr. Duckworts, was 
recommended as governor of Prince LEorotp, It 
was not extraordinary if Princess Lovisr found in 
her very dull life at home agreeable distraction in 
the society of a handsome, highly cultivated young 
man with tastes congenial to her own. That she 
did so is beyond question, and marriage with some- 
body else was doubtless deemed the best course to 
make her forget the man she could not have, 
Lord Lorne was unexceptionable in character, she 
had known him for years, and thought well of him.

The American Consul at Ruatan, Honduras, 
writes interestingly of two products of that coun- 
try which promise to be of commercial importance. 
One is a fibre known as silk-grass or juta, a per- 
ennial and easily cultivated plant, which grows 
wild and covers vast tracts near the edges of the 
rivers and lagoons of Honduras. It contains over | 
80 per cent. of the finest silk; this is the Consul’s 
language, but, of course, he means that it is prac- 
tically equivalent to, not identical with, the worm 
fibre, for he adds that it can be employed for the | 
same uses as the fibre from the caterpillar. It is | 
very strone and durable, is said to surpass both 
hemp and flax in those respects, and is used by the 
natives for making cordage, fisn-lines, nets, ham- 
mocks, &c. <A resident of this city, representing a 
company here which intend to soon send out ma- 
chinery for preparing the fibre for market ona 
large scale, has obtained a concession from the 
Government of Honduras. »Tne other product re- 
ferred to is balata or tuno gum, which is the pre- 
pared milk of a tree closely resembling the 
now disappearing rubber tree. Large quanti- 
ties of this gum have been sent to England 
and Germany from the west coast of Africa, and 
have been successfully used in making telegraph 
cables and otherwise. Specimens have also been 
sent to this country from time to time, but as the 
preparation of the milk tvas not then well unaer- | 
stood the specimens were not satisfactorily encour- 
aging; specimens forwarded with the Consul's 
letter are white, dry, and hard. The trees which 
yield the tuno gum are very abundant on the At- ; 
lantic slope of all the Central American Republics, | 
as well as in other tropical countries, and experi- 
ment seems to have proved that it can be used asa 
substitute for india rubber. It does not appear | 
from anything reported thus far that the tuno tree | 
will not in its turn be in danger of extermination 
if the same destructive process of chopping down 
which has made the rubber tree comparatively 
scarce is applied to the other also; but, of course, 
it is a boon to discover a fresh source of supply in 
a new class of trees. Thé Consul at Singapore 
also sends an account of a valuable discovery— 
that the shell of the mangosteen contains rare 
tannic qualities. This mangosteen apple, very little 
Known, is described as being the choicest in the 
part of the worla where it grows. The shell 
is about a third of an inch thick~more 
shell than fruit—and the shells are a pow- 
erful. astringent; the Malays have long used 
@ tea made of the grated shells to check dysentery. 
The discovery above alluded to relates more to the 
comparative yalue of the tannic quality than to 
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the fact of its existence, which has been known far 
many years; the immediate occasion of the Consul’: 
letter isa published statement that an examinatiog 
of the mangosteen she!l and oak bark showed the 
former to contain one-sixth more tannin than the 
oak andto be worth about 736 guilders per 104 
kilogrammes. The Consul does not Know the pres. 
ent price of oak barkin this country, or wheth. 
er 100 kilogrammes in a broken state ready to be 
ground, and bought where grown, would be dear 
at%4 guilders, ($3;) but he says that if its price in 
the United States were the same as that of the 
Mangosteen shell in the Malay country, the greater 
tannin in the latter would more than pay the 
freight, besides providing freight for American 
ships. The shells are facile freight, easily handled, 
and not liable toinjury from salt water, exeept 
from long immersion. Besides, the discovery of # 
cheap and seemingly izexhaustible substitute for 


oak bark, just as the oak forests, or the most avail- 
able of them, begin to show exhaustion materially, 
and in view of the fact that nothing yet is known 
equal to “ oak-tanned” leather, must be regarded 
as exceedingly fortunate. 
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JAMES DE ROTHSCHILD, who died a few days 


ago, was the son of Natuanrer, and was married 
to his cousin, THeREsa. With the exception of 
the RosEBERRY espousals, the Rotuscurip family 
have interbred in the closest. manner, until one 
would think that, according to the accepted ruleg 
of consanguinity, all the dangers arising from such 
family alliances would become manifest. The pub 
lic must by this time be very tired of the story of 
the origin of this family, who from the humbiesé 
beginnings in the Jews’ quarter of Frankfort be- 
came by dint of brains, honesty, and luck the 


Creesuses of the European world. The element 


of luck may or may not have had much to do with 
the social elevation of these Semitic millionaires, but 
the late President’s wordsin regard to the fickle- 
ness of fortune are worthy of record: ** Luck is 
an ignis-fatuus; you may follow it to ruin, bui 
never to success.”

ASSERTING THEIR RIGHTS 


MERCHANTS TRYING TO HAVE 
BROADWAY SPRINKLED. 
SPREET-CLEANING COMMISSIONER’S 
GROSS NEGLECT—A FAIR ARRANGEMENT 
OBJECTED TO BY CITY OFFICERS—S8EN- 
SIBLE CONDUCT OF POLICE CAPTAIN 


WILLIAMS. 

The dissatisfaction. existing among the 
merchants on Broadway, between Seventeenth 
and Twenty-second streets, over the refusal and 
neglect of Street-cleaning Commissioner Coleman 
to put that portion of New-York’s great thorough- 
fare in a condition having some approach to clean- 
Yiness, has assumed ashape that means business. 
A number of the representatives of the large busi- 
ness houses who have been annoyed for weeks and 
months by the unnecessarily slow manner in which 
the work of repaving Broadway has been 
Gone, and the refusal of Mr. Acton to 
water thefstreets or allow any one else to 
do so, joined in a petition to Commissioner 
Coleman, asking for relief, to which no attention 
was paid. Mr. Acton, who had a contract with the 
people in this section to water the streets, claimed 
thar he was not responsible for the dust, and cited 
the order denying him the right to waste the Cro- 
ton water by using it for watering the streets when 
the supply is so short and when economy in its use 
$s an absolute necessity. Mr. Moses G. Byers, of 
Eighth-avenue and Sixty-second-street, offered to 
sell tc Mr. Acton the right to use water drawn 
from his wells at Ninth-avenue and Fifteenth- 
Btreet, but this offer was declined. Knowing that 
the marchants of the section alluded to were anx- 
lous to have the strest in front of their premises 
watered and that Mr. Acton refused to use well 
water for the purpose, Mr. Byers went tothem and 
offered to do the werk of settling the dust with 
water from his wells for astipulated sum. The 
pffer was deemed a satisfactory one and was ac- 
cepted by representatives of the firms of Lord & 
Taylor, Aitken, Sop & Co., A. D. F. Randolph & 
Co., and’ others. It was decided to institute a 
movement looking toward the sweeping, cleaning, 
and watering of Broadway, between Seventeenth 
and Twenty-second streets, and the adjacent side 
etreets this week. A committee was delegated to 
visit merchants and obtain an agreement from 
them to bear the expense pro rata for this work, 
which the City neglects todo. The rain of Mon- 
day, which settled the dust, cooled the ardor 
of some of them as it gave them pe gent relief 
atleast from the annoying clouds of dust which 
tilled the stores, covered customers, and damaged 
their goods. Yesterday afternoon the dust began 
fiying again, however, and there was a general de- 
sire for relief. To obtain this such merchants as 
Lord & Tavlor, Aitken. Son & Co., E. A. Morrison, 
F. Blume, A. D. F. Randolph & Co., Ewen McIn- 
tyre, Huyler’s, Harris Brothers. Duncan A. Grant, 
Arnold, Constable & Co., D. B. Bedell & Co., James 
Purssell, E. L. Merrifield, of the Continental Hotel; 
Ingersoll & Glenny, J. Hilsir, A. Besthoff & Son, 
@7d some 30 others, who were visited yesterday, 
agreed to pay Mr. Byers for doing the work which 
Mr. Acton claimed Commissioner Thompson wouid 
not permit him to do. 

Fearing that some opposition might be made to 
Mr. Byers’s performing the work, and knowing, in 
fact, that Mr. Acton had tried to get the Police to 
assist him in preventing Mr. Byers from doing it, 
a committee of merchants waited upon Capt. Wil- 
liams, of that precinct, and asked if he would in- 
terfere with Mr. Byera. He informed them that 
he certainly should not, but would be glad to see 
it done provided they wouid obtain from Capt. Mc- 
Elwain, from whose district the water must be ob- 
tained, a certificate that nothing but well water 
was being used. Such a certificate was obtained, 

and with these papers in their possession the com- 
mittee yesterday afternoon awaited the appear- 
auce of Mr. Byers and his watering carts, ana 

repared to furnish bail for him in case he was 
nterfered with by Mr. Acton or the Police. 
Placards were provided announcing that the water 
in use was not Croton, but well, water, so as to no- 
tify citizens that in these days of short supply the 
City water was not being wasted. The watering 
earts began their work of wetting down the pul- 
verized sand which lay deep onthe streets and 
fiiied the air withaclouda of penetrating dust. 
They had been at work butafew minutes when 
an officer interfered and put astop to the work. 
The committee of merchants came to Mr. 
Byers’s rescue, and just then another officer ap- 
eared to assist in the exercise of authority. 

Then asked why they interfered, they stated they 
pee been instructed trom head-quarters to do so. 

Vhen asked who had given such instructions they 
stated it was Mr. Thompson. While the discussion 
of the iegality of the interference was in progress 
the driver had gone along in his work, and suc- 
ceeded in sprinkling the street for two blocks be- 
fore he was taken into custody and with Mr. 
Byers conducted to the Twenty-ninth Precinct Sta- 
tion-house. Capt. Williams promptly discharged 
both men, without requiring any bail, which the 
merchants offered to furnish. The watering of 
the streets was completed during the evening. 

Trouble is anticipated from Mr. Acton, who 
claims that Mr. Byers has no right to water the 
streets in a district in which healone has the 
license todo so. He further claims, on the author- 
ity of Commissioner Thompson, that no one under 
the existing ordinance has the right to use well 
water on the streets, and against this claim the 
merchants protest, as water obtained in this way 
does not interfere with the City’s supply. 

It is obtained from wells which are as 
much Mr. Byers’s property as the goods 
they have in their stores are theirs, they claim, and 
the has aright todo withit as he pleases. If Mr. 
Acton or any one else attempts to interfere the 
merchants say they will carry the matter to the 
courts and make a test case on the question 
whether they have the right to water the streets in 

ront of their premises with water obtained from 

private sources. If they are given the right to 
water the street they will then see that the section 
{s cleaned and swept every morning between 3 and 
fo’clock, and so do with theirown money what 
the Street-cleaning Department, which is paid to 
do tae work, does not do.

THE ITALIAN OPERA SEASON. 

Flotow’s ‘‘ Marta” was given last night by 
Mr. Mavleson at the Academy of Music for the 
fifth subscription performance of the season. No 
opera on the regular list is more popular or is more 
familiar to the attendants at the Academy of Mu- 
sic. It is bright, melodious, and well arranged 
for the average musical cultivation of any 
city, and has never failed to prove an 
attraction since it was first played in New-York, 
more than 20 yearsago. A new prima donna, Sig- 
norina Brambilla, was announced for the title réie, 
but for some reason, not explained by the manage- 
ment, the lady did not appear, and the part of 
Marta was assumed by Miss Emma Juch. In 
the absence of any information as to the abili- 
thes of Signorina Brambilla, the substitution of 
Miss Juch was not to be regretted. She sang 
charmingly throughout the opera, and received the 
applause she fairly earned with a modest grace 
that won the favor of the audience. Miss Juch 
evidently has a brilliant career before her. Her 
singing last night was notably artistic. She never 
descended to any mere vocal tricks, but delivered 
ber music conscientiously and with the spirit of 
an earnest musician. This is no slight praise for 
a young débutante, for the temptations to seek ap- 
plause by cheap sensational work are abundantly 
offered in the roéle of Marta. That Miss Juch 
should have given on short notice a finished per- 
formance is greatly to her credit. She sang 
the “Last Rose of Summer” with excel- 
lent taste, and showed that she not only 
possesses a voice of sweet quality, but 
has musical intelligence in its management. In 
the concerted music she was no less effective, and 
indeed it may be fairly recorded that Miss Juch 
achieved a positive success, and was one of the 
best representatives of the character ‘that has 
been heard in New-York. Mille. Lauri’s Naney 
lacked some of the spirit which we have 
been used to, but tho music was very well 
sung, and the lady’s voice seemed _ rich 
ardsmooth and filled the requisite place in the 
quartet. Signor Ravelli was surprisingly good as 
Lionello. His voice appears to have gained in 
power since last season, and he sang without 
effort much better than he has ever done here- 
tofore. He was recalled with most positive 
demonstrations of favor after singing ‘' M’ap- 
pari’ and repeated the aria. His voice was 
beautifully clear and rich, and he has never 
before shown sO much judgment in his method 
as last night. Signor Del Puente was an admirable 
Piumketto. Signor Cofnsini deserves praise for an 
excellent performance of Tristano, which was not 
only aclever piece* of acting, but was, musically 
considered, entirely satisfactory. The chorus and 
orchestra were good throughout.

GAC RS Saeed 
A SMALL FIRE ON THE BOLIVIA. 

A fire on the Anchor Line steam-ship Bo- 
livia, at Pier No. 53 North River, yesterday, is 
ascribed to crystals of a drug shipped as sulphate 
of potash ignitiug through friction. About $5 
damage was caused by the fire. The Bolivia ar- 
rived at this port on Sunday with a cargo of pig- 
iron and 50 kegs of the drug, which had been put 
on board in London. It was consigned to Fuller & 
Folier, of Chicago. At8o'clock yesterday morn- 
ing the vessel was empty, and a gang of men 
began putting heavy Canadian timber into the 
hold. In taking the kegs out of the hold on Tues- 
day one of them was damaged, and a few ounces 
of its contents were spilled on the deck ander the 
steerage, near hatchway No. 2, about 100 feet aft 
of the bow. As the timbers were lowered down 
this hatchway they rubbed against the crystals and 
started a smull fire, which was extinguished in two 
minutes. Fire Marshal Sheldon made a partial in- 
vestigation into the cause of this fire yesterday, 
but has not yet arrived at any conclusion. He ob- 
tuimed a quantity of the material that was in the 
kegs, and submitted it toa chemist for examina- 
tion. The latter said that it was either chlorate or 
chloride of potash. and that it would require an 
analysis to determine the nature of the sample sub- 
mitted tohim. This analysis will probably be given 
to the Fire Marshal to-day.

VANDERBILT'S LAST MOVE 


THE NEW- YORK CENTRAL ASSUMES 
AN AGGRESSIVE ATTITUDE. 
ARBITRARY PASSENGER RATES BETWEEN 
BOSTON AND CHICAGO—THE FREEZE- 
OUT POLICY ADOPTED—MR. VANDER- 
BILT DETERMINED TO PROTECT BIS 

NEW-YORK BUSINESS. 


Affairs tock a turn yesterday in the railroad 
passenger-rate war that lends new interest to the 
fight. The Vanderbilt lines, which have been com- 
paratively on the defensive all along, suddenly, and 
without any previous warning, assumed an aggres- 
sive attitude, and put the Pennsylvania and Balti- 
more and Chio Railroads, which started the cut- 
ting, on their guard. Mr. Vanderbilt gained one 
point by the surrender of the last two roads, which, 
rather than keep up the strife at a great loss, ad- 
vanced the rates, and now he proposes by a bold 
stroke to compel them to give up the New-England 
business orelse conform to his terms. Mr. Van- 
derbilt, it is claimed, is anxious the protect 
at any cost the New-York business, which 
has suffered greatly, it is asserted, by the course 
pursued by the Philadelphia and Baltimore and 
Ohio Roads. A prominent officer of the New-York 
Centra! and Hudson River Railroad told a reporter 
of Ture Times Tuesday that the war was not atan 
end. Nearly every one else insisted that it was, but 
the developments of yesterday indicate that the 
contest, if the Pennsylvania and Baltimore and 
Ohio are willing to continue it, will be fiercer than 
ever. Atalate hour yesterday afternoon the key 
to the great struggle that seems very likely to en- 
sue was explained to Taz Trmes’s reporter at the 
Grand Central Depot. It wasinthe shape of a 
new set of rates which will be adopted by the New- 
York Central and Hudson River Railroad to-day. 
In explaining the matter an officer of the 
road said: “In order that the situation may be 
more easily understood,I will elucidate a point 
touched upon in Tue Times yesterday. Of late 
years the Boston and Albany has contended that, 
in fixing the passenger rate between the West and 
Boston, whatever the rate per mile from the West 


to New-York via Albany, the same rate should 
apply to Boston via Albany. The distance from 
Chicago to Boston via Albany is about 50 miles fur- 
ther than from Chicago to New-York via Albany; 
so that on the basis just stated, when the fare 
from Chicago to New-York is $20, or about 2 
cents a mile, (the two cities being about 1,000 
miles apart,) the fare to Boston.-is $21, with 
the understanding that at all times the rate 
to Boston via Albany shall be $1 more than to 
New-York via Albany. The lines taking passen- 
gers from Boston via New-York—the Pennsylvania, 
Baltimore and Ohio, and Erie—have always ob- 
jected to this tariff, claiming that the rate to Bos- 
ton should be made by adding the local rate on the 
Boston and Albany to that from the West to Albany, 
or tothe New-York rate. Thus, the rate from Chi- 
cago to New-York, $20, and the rate from New- 
York to Boston, $5, combined would make a 
through rate from Chicago to Boston via New-York 
of $25. To offset that the rate from Chicago to Al- 
bany, $19, and the local rate from Albany 
to Boston, $5. would make the through rate from 
Chicago to Boston via Albany, $24, and all the 
while the fare to New-York would be $20, while 
the distance would be but 50 miles more. The 
Boston and Albany could not consent to this, as its 
own interest would be injured by such an arrange- 
ment. The Central favored the Boston and Albany, 
and the Pennsylvania and Baltimore and Ohio, 
when the war began, devoted ail their energies to 
fighting the Vanderbilt lines. A yearago last June 
the lines running West from New-York agreed 
that the rates from Boston via New-York to Chi- 
cago should be made by adding the local 
rates from Boston to New-York to. the 
prevailing rate from New-York, which then made 
the rate from Boston to Chicago via New-York 
$25 75. This was done to protect New-York from 
secalpers. The Erie was accused of breaking the 
compact and secretly seliing tickets to scaipers for 
from $9 to $10 less than the regular rates. No 
general outbreak occurred until the Pennsylvania 
violated the agreement, and made the rate from 
Chicago to Boston $16, and Chicago to New-York 
$15. All the lines wentinto the fight, and from 
that time on the struggle increased in intensity 
until tickets were so cheap that every one could 
afford to go West. How the New-York 
business was ruined by tickets from Bos- 
toh through to Chicago was explained yesterday. 
There are coupons on the tickets. Ascalper in New- 
York, when the rate is $21 to Chicago via New- 
York, makes arrangements with a scalper in Bos- 
ton by which the latter is to sell the coupons to 
this City for as near the local rates—$5—as_possi- 
ble, and send him the rest of the tickets, good from 
New-York to Chicago, which he will probably be 
able to sell for $17 or more. It is right here that 
Mr. Vanderbilt will now make a fight for a new set 
of figures. The Boston and Albany will be commu- 
nicated with, and assurances have already been 
given that it will join in the plan.”’ The gentle- 
may showed the reporter rates which Mr. Vander- 
bilt will adopt to freeze out the Pennsylvania and 
Baltimore and Ohio Roads, as follows: e 

Boston to Chicago via New-York, .....ceceessevee. $15 00 
Boston to Chicago via Albany........ ovscece eee 10 25 
New-York to Chicago.............. eoresese 9 25 

The rates of the Pennsylvania and Baltimore and 
Ohio from New-York to Chicago are $14, and from 
Boston $15. ‘The New-York Central yesterday af- 
ternoon sold tickets from New-York to Chicago 
for $9 2%. By the new rates of the Central the 
scalpers will have no opportunity to play the old 
game of buying Chicago tickets in Boston and sell- 
ing them for less than the New-York tickets can bo 
bought. Besides putting the Pennsylvania and 
Baltimore and Ohio Roads in the position of van- 
quished opponents if they do not keep up the war, 
Mr. Vanderbitt has succeeded in stopping the trick 
of the scalpers. 

“From this time on,” the gentleman continued, 
“the Vanderbilt lines will be governed by the 
course of no other roads. Our New-York business 
will be protected at all hazards. What the Penn- 
sylvania and Baltimore and Ohio Roads wilido 
the officers of the New-York Central and Hudson 
River Roads do not know and do not care.” 

At this juncture a gentleman entered and an- 
nounced that the Erie and Grand Trunk Roads, 
which are operating together, had increased their 
rates, and made them the same as the Central’s, 
The reporter was subsequently informed at the 
oe ye passenger office of the Erie that orders 

ad been issued to sell tickets to Chicago from 
New-York for $9 25. From allthat could be learned, 
tkere is no doubt but that the Erie will follow the 
Central-Hudson, at least so long as the latter 
keeps under the Pennsylvania and Baltimore and 
Ohio in rates. The Erie adopted the rebate system 
yesteraay. Previous to that it obtained the better 
part of the travel, but as soon as it put its rate up 
and collected full fare at one end of the line with 
the stipulation that it was to give back the differ- 
ence at the other, a great deal of its business went 
to the New-York Central. : 

The scalpers were considerably puzzled at the 
new order of things, and scarcely knew what to 
make of it. Their offices were thronged late in the 
afternoon and evening. People seemed to think it 
was the last chanee they would obtain, and they 
would hardly stop to ask the price for fear that the 
rate would go up another point before they could 
get ananswer. IJtis quite likely that to-day will 
witness some interesting developments. 

Mr. R. C. Vilas, General Freight Superintendent 
of the Erie, said yesterday that he had determined 
upon no advances in tariff saye such as were neces- 
sarily involved in the increases demanded by West- 
ern connections. ‘*The Pennsylvania Road has 
ee up rates from Chicago to the Atlantic sea- 

oard to 20 cents per hundred for grain and 25 
ceuts for provisions. All other points in the West 
are given by the Pennsylvania arate on the basis 
of 25 cents for grain from Chicago and of 30 cents 
for provisions. This is, of course, in the interests 
of adirect Chicago trade. The Lake Shore and 
Michigan Central’s new rate has been announced 
as i174 cents per hundred for grain and 2216 cents 
for provisions from Chicago to New-York, Philadel- 
phia, and Baltimore. Now, such Western traffic as 
comes tothe Erie over these lines will be scheduled 
at rates corresponding with their advanced taritf. 
But upon its own account the Erie has not goneup 
a single cent.”’ 

Boston, Oct. 26.—There is a general increase 
of Western passenger rates all along the line. By 
way of the Pennsylvania Road the fare jumped to- 
day from $8 to $15, or $1 higher than the fare over 
the same road from New-York to Chicago. At the 
ticket office of the Boston and. Albany Road tick- 
ets were sold to the close of business hours 
to-day for $8, but dispatches were received lato 
in the afternoon which will fix the rate in the mern- 
ing at $10 25. The Hodsac Tunnel route will prob- 
ably charge the same fare. The Erie still charges 
$10 from Boston to Chivago, while the Grand 
Trunk charges $10 for the trip from Boston to Chi- 
cago and return. The officers of these two roads, 
however, are hourly expecting dispatches from their 
head-quarters ordering an increase of rates. 
From Chicago to Boston the rate of $15 has been 
established by alithe roads but the Grand Trunk. 
The 6nly way of getting from Chicago to New-York 
for less than $14 isto come to Boston for $5 over 
the Grand Trunk Road, and go to New-York for $3 
by one of the Sound lines. With the $14 fare from 
New-York; the Pennsyivania Road elaims to have 
suffered no loss of business yesterday. The rate 
put forward by the New-York Central and Boston 
and Albany Roads is said to be merely tenative, 
and it will be increased or decreased as tiie inter- 
ests of the roads may dictate. 

Various explanations are given for the action of 
the Pennsylvania Road. It is thought, in some 
quarters, that it may be the result of an agreement 


" by which the Pennsylvania Road was to take the 


initiative, in order to give more grace to Mr. Van- 
derbilt’s change of position, the understanding 
being that he was anxious toterminate the contest 
but did not wish to seem to be the first to surren- 
der. The action which has’ been taken 
leaves the Grand Trunk Road free to act 
+8 it chooses in fixing itsfares. Whether the Grand 
Trunk will. be consulted in regard to the general 
agreement likely to be made remains to be seen. It 
is thought a nly in any case, that such an 
agreement will last long, as plans, it is asserted, 
are being made or considered for a number of new 
lines connecting Boston with the West, and for the 
transfer of ownership in several! existing lines. 


THE CANADA PACIFIC. 
WINNIPEG, Manitoba, Oct. 26.—The syndi- 
cate is hastening the construction of the Canada 
Pacific Railway. During September it graded an 
average of over 8 miles per day, or an acgregate of 


93 miles. From Oct. 19 to Oct. 24—five days—9 
miles of track were laid. or an average of nearly 2 
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miles per day. The Pacific Raiitway will be epee 
to Gopher Creek, 50 miles west of Brandon, by Sat- 
urday night. The air line to Portage la Prairie will 
soon be completed and open for traffic. The grad- 
ing on the southern aad western branches is being 
sempre ahead rapidly, and will be ready for the 

rst 100 miles for the ties and track-laying early in 
the Spring. The harvest of Southern Manitoba will 
be removed next year by rail.

THE VANDERBILT PARTY ASK LEAVE TO FILE 
A PETITION IN ERROR. 

CoLtumBus, Ohio, Oct. 26.—The proceedings 
in the quo warranto filed with the Supreme Court 
last night have not yet been brought up before the 
Supreme Court. To-night the Vanderbilt faction, 
through its attorneys, bas filed a motion in the 
Supreme Court for leave to file a petition in 
error to the Court of Common Pleas, in Franklin 
County, against Hugh J. Jewett.

J. H. Devereux and others were defendants, and that 
upon leave being granted to fi e the petition, tne case 
be advanced on general docket for hearing at an 
early day. The grounds for said motion are: 

First—That there was no aciion pending in said 
Court of Common Pleas when said order was made 
and said Receiver wax appointed. 

Second—That said plaintiffs in error were not par- 
ties to said action when said order was made. 

Lhird—That*said Receiver was appointed and said 
order was made without notice. 

Fourth—The petitionand supple™ental petition do 
not state facts sufficient to authorize the appointment 
of said Receiver. 

Fifth—The petition and supplemental petition do 
not,state facts sufficient to authorize the granting of

Sivth—That sald order appointing said Receiver is 
erroneous, illegal, and void. 

Seventh—That said COREE FESO said injunction is 
erroneous, illegal, and void. 

It is ascertained to-night that Jadge Rorney aad 
associates, of the Vanderbilt party, will be here in 
the morniug and argue the motion to file a peti- 


tion in error before the Supreme Court. President 
Jewett, Gen. Bristow, and the leading counsel of 
the Jewett faction have left the city to-night, and 
the general impression prevails that the Vander- 
bilt cause has materially improved during the day. 
Gen. Bristow called upon the Attorney-General this 
afternoon and requested that proceedings in quo 
warranto be held back until his return next week. 
Judge Olds, one of the leading counsel for the 
Vanderbilt party, expresses his entire confidence 
inthe Supreme Court’s granting their motion to 
filea petition in error. The fact that thé legal 
counse! for Jewett has asked for a postponement is 
looked upon as a sign of weakuess.

KeEnNE, N. H., Oct. 26.—The Manchester and 
Keene Railroad was put up at auction to-day by 
order of the couris of the State. It consists of 30 
miles of read in good running condition, but no 
rolling stock.

The Govern- 
ment bas decided that the Mexican National Rail- 
road Company cannot build to Guadalajara. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 26.—The seventh annual 
convention of the Southern Railway and Steam- 
ship Association assembled here to-day. Senator 
Joseph E. Brown, of Georgia, President of the as- 
sociation, officiated as Chairman. About 70 dele- 
gates, representing Southern transportation 
companies, were present. Nothing but routine 
business,? such as the appointment of commiitees 
and the election of officers was transacted.

ALFRED DORLON. 

Alfred Dorlon, the well-known oyster dealer 
of Fulton -Market, died at his residence, No. 73 
Lawrence-street, Brooklyn, on Tuesday, in the six- 
ty-fourth year of his age. He had been attacked 
with dropsy three times within the past year, and 
during that period had done no business. For the 
last three weeks he had been confined to the house by 
the third attack, which resulted fatally. He leaves 
a widow, three sons, and three daughters. The 
funeral services will be held at his late residence 


to-morrow afternoon at 2 o’clock, and the remains 
will be interred in Green-Wood Cemetery. Aifred 
Dorion was born in this City May 1, 1818, and gained 
# common sehool education, after which he began to 
work for his father, who kept a small oyster stall 
in Fulton Market. In 1844 he invested his little 
capital in a few bushels of oysters, and opened a 
small stand on his own account. In those days he 
thought himself fortunate if ke succeeded in sell- 
ing two or three bushels of oysters a day. His busi- 
ness increased in volume, and he was soon able to 
open a little stall, in which he placed two tables. 
The fame of his ‘‘stews’’ and ‘‘fries’? began to 
spread, and in a short time his accommodations 
proved to be too scanty for his steadily increasing 
custom. He formeda partnership with his broth- 
er, Philetus Dorlon, under the firm nameof A. & 
P. Dorlon, and opened the stand at No. 96 Fulton 
Market, where he remained until the time of his 
death. The brothers gradually added a whole- 
sale business to their restauraat trade, and for 
many years they have furnished most of the 
principal hotels and restaurants of the City 
with oysters and. shell-fish, The stall in 
Fulton Market became a famous resort for lovers 
of oysters of all classes, and the term “ Dorion’s 
oysters”’ has long stood for the synonym of all that 
is excellent in tbe bivalve line. Gen. Winfield 
Scott, Gen. Jackson, William M. Thackeray. Gen. 
Grant, Horace Greeley, William B. Astor, Commo- 
dore Vanderbilt, A. T. Stewart, Moses Taylor, Rob- 
ert Bonner, and Henry Ward Beecher are some of 
tne celebrities, dead and living, who have delighted 
to feast themselves at Dorlon’s. When the Repub- 
lican Party was organized, Mr. Dorlon became one 
of its most active members, and in 1857 he was 
elected an Alderman of Brooklyn on the Republi- 
can ticket. In 1873 he was again elected Alder- 
man and Supervisor, and his friends always ad- 
dressed him as Alderman. This was the only polit- 
ical office which he ever filled or to which he ever 
aspired. He was a great lover of children, and was 
known to ali the little ones in his neighborhood, 
for all of whom he ever bad a cheerful smile and a 
kindly word. He was a member of the Kings 
County Ciub for many years.

REFUSING HOGS AT HIGH PRICES. 

CINCINNATI, Oct. 26.—The pork packing 
season opened two weeks ago. Thus far there has 
been very little done. The packers are of the be- 
lief that hogs are too high, and are holding off. 
The- very serious losses to packers which, subse- 
quent to 1878, occurred for six years in succession, 
were due to the fact that the price of hogs was out 
of proportion to the vaiue of cured meats. The 
farmers made money, but the packers suffered 
serious losses. They are now, as a consequence, 
exceedinzly shy of high-priced hogs. They 
prefer to wait and_ slaughter a much 
smaller number than to take any chances at pres- 
ent prices. The offerings of hogs are liberal, and 
the average weight is above that of preceding 

ears. The amount of Summer packing was 
arger this last season than in previous years. This 
stock, however. has been absorbed, and the old 
stocks of last Winter are all solid out. Everything 
is in readiness for a big season’s work should the 
prices of hogs be brought down tothe views of the 
packers.

THE PROPERTY-OWNERS AND THE 
UNDERGROUND RAILROAD. 


To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

In your paper of to-day some cf the counsel 
of the underground railroad companies address the 
public through you and criticise the action of cer- 
tain property-owners. If it is their wish to con- 
duct any part of their case by means of contribu- 
tions to your columns, they are welcome to do so. 
They should, however, be corrected when they mis- 
State facts. 

Itis nota fact that efforts have been made to 
“ prejudice the public mind” egainst their under- 
taking. The property-owners have held meetings, 
but so eminent a constitutional lawyer as Mr. 
George Ticknor Curtis will not dispute the right of 
individuals to peaceably assemble for the purpose 
of considering existing or apprehended grievances. 
Even undergrotind railroad companies have not as 
yet procured any legislation abridging the exercise 
of that right. The gentlemen who took part in 
those meetings neither invited nor suggested the 
presence of reporters. They might well have done 
so, but the fact is that they did not. Reporters at- 
tended in the usual course of their duty, and were 
treated with ordinary courtesy. It may be added, 
to avoid misapprehension, that the gentlemen who 
were present at the meetings propose to take such 
steps as they think proper to cali general public at- 
tention to any and a!l matters of general! public in- 
terest without regard for the wishes of those who 
may desire to keep the public in the dark. 

Counsel profess to state the duty of the Commis- 
sioners under tke statute, but do not quote the 
words of the law. The statute is simple and 
speaks for itself. The Commissioners are to ‘ de- 
termine, after a hearing of all parties interested, 
whether such railroad ought to be built. andin 
what manner the same may beso built with the 
least damage to the surface and to the use of the 
surface by the pubiic.” Yet counsel say that the 
only question before the commission is whether er 
not the road can be built; that nothing but “ prac- 
tical questions of construction” can be considered. 
They plainly misapprehend either the language of 
the statute or the meaning of words. They may 
rest assured that we propose to bring the whole 
subject before the Commissioners, snd submit all 
considerations which will enable them to give a 
ome answer to the question, “Ought the road to be 

uilt? 

Counsel claim to be aggrieved because although 
the commission met in July the property-owners 
did not meet until October. This corporation has 
been maturing its plans, they allege, for years, and 
yet they think it strange that four months shonld 
be required to prepare to oppose them. It may be 
Well to state that the *‘ notice” of the proceedings 
to which counse! refer was served by leaving copies 
with ‘‘some person of mature age” in the different 
buildings on Broadway; by which admirable ar- 
rangement not one in a hundred owners was made 
aware of the matter. It was not until midsum- 
mer, When property-owners are generally absent 
from the City, that the proceedings became really 
public. Fortunately, the Commissioners appre- 
ciated the facts, and decided to adjourn their ses- 
sions. We cannot understand why that subject is 
again discussed unless the counsel intend to appeal 
from that decision. 

Counsel also claim to be aggrieved because 
property-owners are so lost to all sense of what Is 
due to corporations as to venture to doubt whether 
these particular corporations can ever pay or can 
legally be compelled to pay for all the damage 
which they may cause. The people of this City 
know by experience the value of the professions of 
managers of enterprises of this character. They 
prefer more substantial security. It is very easy to 
say, “We will pay all damages.” Something de- 
pends on the solvency of the promisor. Tie fate 
of those persons who may “buy a few bonds”’ is not 
a matter of particular concern to property-owners. 
They care more for their own property, which 
it is proposed to put in jeopardy; more for the in- 
terests of the tax-payers, who may be obliged to 
pay the bills for new sewers, gas-pipes, water 
mains, and pavements if these companies fail to 
carry out their confident assurances. If an unwilil- 
ingness ito be blinded by cheap words is unreason- 
able, then we must plead guilty to the charge. 
Whatever has been publicly stated with regard to 
the financial part of this scheme is derived from 
actual inquiry of the projectors. Why do not coun- 
sel give the names of the corporators ard inform 
the public, in the exuberance of their confidences, 
what amount of capital has been paid in and what 
funds they can command? 

They characterize the supposition that these 
companies may fail to provide for the nayment of 
ali damages as “a gratuitous and unnecessary as- 
sumption.”? It s¢ems both gratuitous and unneces- 
sary to charge citizens of well-known character 
and integrity with unfair and improper conduct, 
simply because they have united to protect their 
own property and that of the City. Broadway has 


} been for many years the favorite quarry of specu- 


lators. If these gentlemen do not belong to that 
class, they will have ample opportunity of estab- 
lishing that fact before the commission. But they 
may as well understand that no one shall be per- 
mitted to appropriate public property for private 
purposes without investigation or without due 
process of law.

GEN. TRACY’S . SPEECH ; ANNOUNCING . HIS 
WITHDRAWAL FROM THE FIELD—A CAN- 
WIDATE FOR WHOM ALL GOOD CITIZENS 


CAN VOTE. 

The Brooklyn Republican City Conventicn 
peassembled yesterday afternoon in Central Hail, 
Fulton-street, to accept the declination of Gen. B. 
Ff. Tracy, whom the convention had nominated for 
‘Mayor last Friday, and to place in the field another 
pandidate. - The feeling that the nominee of the 
convention would be the next Mayor of Brookiyn 
increased the public interest in the’proceedings of 
the convention. Mr. A.J. Perry called the dele- 
gates to order and briefly announced the reason 
why it had. become . necessary for the 


delegates to ‘reassemble, » When the roll 


was called it was:seen that there were 
abont 82 substitutions.. Among the substitutes was 
Gen. B. F. Tracy, who appeared as a delegate from 
the First Ward. The announcement of his name 
iby the Secretary was the signal for uproarious ap- 
plause. Before’the special business of the conven- 
tion was taken up, Mr. John A. Nichols read a 
resolution which he said had been passed at a 
Meeting of Republicans earlier in the day, recom- 
mending the nomination of Seth Low for Mayor. 
Gen. Tracy then took the platform and addressed 
tbe convention. - Owing, he said, to circumstances 
~which existed at the time of the first assembling of 
the convention it had become, neeessary to call 
the delegates together again. to make another 
nomination for.Mayor. Before the convention 
Hud first met its work had been forestalled 
by a meeting of citizens who had placed in nomi- 
nation for the office of Mayor a respected and 
eminent citizer.+ That meeting had declared that 
the Republican “Party was not to be trusted to 
snake a nomination for Mayor. Nevertheless, the 
convention proceeded ‘with its work gnd the 


speaker was its nominee.. In accepting the nomi- 
pation he had announced his readiness to withdraw 
tu case harmony among Republicans required such 
action. The convention had appointed a committee 
to confer with a similar committee representing 
the meeting at which Mr. Ropes was nominated 
und a committee from the Young Republicans. By 
®n understanding reachea by all of these commit- 
tees it had been decided that both the speaker and 
Rit. Ropes should withdraw. The speaker trusted 
that the wisdom oftthe committees would be proved 
by the action of the convention. The speaker 
svould have been glad to leaa his fellow-Republicans 
to triumph, but he could not lead them to defeat. 
He loved the Republican Party too much for that 

e thought, of course, that the action which fore- 
stalled the action of the convention was amistake. 
fie wasa party man because he believed in the 
calue of organization, He had no sympathy with 
the sentiment that would disband the organization 
avhich brought 50,000 Republican voters to the 
polls. He thought that party and proper organiza- 
tion were as necessary in local affairs to bring 
gbdout good results as they were in national 
effairs., He defied any man to point to a 
single > unworthy candidate who had heen 
hamed for the office of Mayor by the Republi- 
can Party unless it was the speaker. He 
believed that the Republican organization of the 
vity favorea good government. But, the speaker 
continued, things could not always be as they 
avere desired. It was among the first elements of 
practical politics to do the best that could be done 
ander the cireumstances. The situation was not 
one of the convention’s making. The dele- 

ates had proceeded regularly, but the party had 

been divided, and they must recognize that fact. 
Finding the party divided, the question was how it 
could be united. A citizens’ candidate was found in 
jthe field, and the rumor was that he would stay, 
But the hed been conferences, and it was at 
tength détermined that the nume of Seth Low 
4vould, if presented. secure harmony. In favor of 
Str. Low the speaker had consented to retire, and 
he trusted and hoped that Mr. Low would be nomi- 
nated by the convention. Noone couid question 
bis competency or integrity, and if elected he 
would make achief magistrate of which the city 
might be proud. The only suggestion against the 
nomination was one of feeling. Reason would 
not furnish any objection. The result of 
the Jast few days’ work had left a 
eting, but the speaker believed that Seth 
Low was in no sense responsible, that is, intention- 
aily responsible, the speaker believed, forthe con- 
dition in which the party found itself. Nothing 
that Mr. Low had done was intended to forestall 
theaction of the regular party organization, and 
mo man, the speaker believed, more clearly 
recognized than Mr. Low the mistake that 
had been made by those who had put Mr. 
Ropes in nomination. That mistake would never 
be repeated. The present was not atime to in- 
Rulge in prejudice or passion. The election was 
too important, the consequences of defeat too 
serious, to let passion or prejudice endanger the 
result. Defeat meant that it would be years again 
before tbe Republicans would be able to contest 
an election with any hope of success. In view of 
these facts and of the eminent fitness of the can- 
fidate whose name had been mentioned, the 
speaker withdrew his name asa eandidate of the 
Republiban Party for Mayor. 

Mr. William A. Richardson moved that for the 
reasons presented by Gen. Tracy his declination be 
received. 

Mr. Sample, of the Eleventh Ward, otjected. He 
gaid he had been sent by his constituents to vote 
for Stephen M. Griswold, but when the convention 
first assembled and he had heard the name of Gen. 
Tracy mentioned, sooner than that a single vote 
should be recorded against a candidate so sure of 
success, he resolved not to present Mr. Griswold’s 
name. He would now do so, however, as Gen. 
Tracy had withdrawn. 

CoL W. 8. Beard, of the Tenth Ward, objected 
to the declination. Abe Lincoln had said that it 
Was dangerous to swap horses crossing a stream, 
and Col. Beard believed that there was exceeding 
flanger to the Republican Party in making a change 
at this time. Nearly every delegate to the conven- 
tion had been elected with special instructions to 
vote-for Gen. Tracy, and it was now proposed that 
they should disobey these instructions and submit 
tothe dictation of Mr. Ropes and the Young Re- 

ublicans. He would like to see a Republican 

ayor elected, but he feared the convention was 
going the wrong way abcut it. Every sincere 
‘worker for the party, the speaker thought, would 
be disgusted. 

Mr. Richardson asked the convention to consider 
its own action on Friday night when they received 
k committee from the Young Repubiican Club and 
Citizens’ Committee, and appointed a committee 
to meet with those gentlemen. As men of honor, 
glso, be asked them to consider the position in 
Avhich Gen. Tracy would be placed. He had writ- 
ten to Mr. Ropes, believing, as he had a right to be- 
iieve, that he was acting for the convention, offer- 
ing to withdraw in case Br. Ropes with- 
frew. As to the dictation, Mr. Richardson 
falled attention to the fact that the del- 
gates on Friday night hea received the suggestion 
of Mr. Lew’s nomination with the most enthusi- 
astic applause. No more emphatic instructions 
could be given to any committee than were con- 
veyed in those cheers. Mr. Beard said_the circum- 
atances were different then, to which Mr. Richard- 
son replied that if the delegates did not mean to 
xonvey approval by their applause, they were a 
set of consummate hypocrites. 

Col. Beard said they only wanted to give Mr. Low 
& little * taffy.” 

Mr. Daggett said that in his judgment they could 
do nothing else than accept the declination of Gen. 

cy. He condemned as strongly as anybody the 
action taken by those who forestalled the regular 
organization, but he was forced to say that in the 
meetings between the conference committees the 
Youngs Republieans and the representatives of the 
Rink meeting stuck to Mr. Ropes. They did not 
suggest any name. The suggestion of Mr. Low's 
g2me came from the committee appointed by the 
gonvention. 

Mr. Worth desired to knowif Mr. Ropes with- 
drew only on the condition that Mr. Low should be 
nominated. He wanted to know if there had been 
any bargain. After some further discussion the 
declination was accepted by a viva voce vote. 

Nominations then being in order, Gen. Tracy rose 
to address the cenvention. He was greeted with 
cheering that lasted for several minutes. When 
the applause had subsided Gen. Tracy said he 
would be less than human if he were insensible 
fo the kindly greeting that had been given 
bim. Continuing, he said the duty before 
them was to nominate a candidate’ for 
Mayor of Brookiyn. He believed they were 
now in order, beginning right end foremost, sub- 
mission having been made to the organization that 
furnished the voters. If any citizens’ meeting 
rhoose now to indorse the proceeding of the ¢con- 
vention they would be in order. He rose, be said, 
so nominate Seth Low, of the First Ward. If Mr. 
Low had consented last Summer he would have 
been, the speaker believed, the unanimous choice 
of the convention when it first met. He was a 
young man, bat his youth was notacrime. He 
‘was a man of ripe judgment, whom study had fitted 
for the office of Mayor. The speaker again ex- 
pressed the conviction that Mr. Low was not re- 
sponsible for the action of the Young Republicans, 
end hoped his nomination would be unanimous. 
There was an opportunity to present a united front 
to the enemy with a candidate. in the judgment of 
the speaker, who was sure to win. Brookiyn could 
not afford defeat, and the party in the State could 
Mot atiord it. 

A Delegate—How do we know whether Mr. Low 
Wili accept y 

Gen. Tracy—The question has been raised 
‘whether Mr. Low will accept. 1 am in a position 
to answer for him in the affirmative. In view of 
the great crisis before us, Mr. Low agrees to waive 

his objections. 

Mr. Jacob Worth opposed the nomination, and 
said the foreign elbment, particularly the Germans, 
would vote against Mr. Low because he was a pro- 
nounced temperance man. Much tothe amuse- 
sent of the convention Mr. Worth then nominated 
ex-Mayor Booth, who is what may be termeda 
rabid temperance man. 

Mr. Daggett—As a matter of history, the-temper- 
ance question having been brought up, I wish to 
Btate that a delegation of temperance men called 
va Mr. Low last Summer and told him they could 
not support him for Mayor because he was nota 
lemperance man.

A LARGE MEETING IN THE ACADEMY OF 


ad MUSIC—ADDRESS BY MR, BEECHER. * 


The eitizens of Brooklyn who favor reform 


in their municipal government, and who, irrespec- 
tive of party, met at the Rink two weeks ago and 
nominated Mr. Ripley Ropes for the Mayoralty, 
met again in the Academy of Music last evening. 
received again the nomination which Mr. Ropes so 
gracefully yielded up, and pledged themselves to 
support Mr. Seth Low, in whose behoof their for- 


mer candidate had withdrawn from . the 


field, The building was packed with one 


of the most intelligent audiences which 
was ever gathered within its walls. Among 
those who occupied seats on the platform 
were ex-Mayor Schroeder, the Hon. Demag Strong, 
L. 8. Burnham, ex-Supervisor William H. Fieeman, 
ex-Judge Joseph Greenwood, United States 
Marshal Harlow, J. J. Van Nostrand, Edward H. 
Hobbs, ex-Alderman William Richardson, Henry E, 
Pierrepont, Col. Rodney C. Ward, C, Frothingham, 
R. Cornell White, Eugene D. Berri, N. J. Gates, 
Frank Tracy, ex: District Attorney John Winslow, 
8. B. Duryea, L. A. Catlin, W. J. Bruff, H. 8. Wood- 
ruff, the Rev. Dr. John Hall, John A. Taylor, 
and Mr. Albert Daggett, Chairman of the Executive 
Committee of the state Central Committee. Mr. 
Ropes and Mr. Beecher came down the platform 
aisle together, and were heartily cheered as they 
took their seats at the front of the stage. Gen. A. 
C. Barnes called the meeting to order and intro- 
duced Mr. Ropes as “* the citizens’ candidate, if he 
chooses to stand.”’ 

After the applause which greeted Mr. Ropes had 
gubsided, he said that he was not there in a spirit 
of disappointment fbecause wiser heads than his 
thought that the standard which the citizens had 
placed in his hands two weeks ago should be sur- 
rendered to another. He came rather in a spirit of 
rejoicing that he could name a man even better 
than himself to bear it to positiveevictory. There 
was no. dicker here. The movement which 
brought another forward was purely in 
the interésts of good government, and 
one which he believed would add regiments of 
strength to the citizens’ cause. Mr. Ropes ad- 
mitted that with himself in the field victory was 
doubtful. The local press was closed against him, 
and there was a division of sentiment as to the 
channel through which the nomination for this 
high trust should come. He would not risk the de- 
feat of the cause in which the citizens had enlisted 
by persistently remaining a candidate. He would. 
therefore, withdraw in favor of Mr. Seth Low, 
whom he now nominated for Mayor, and to whom 
he plese his full and free support. 

The nomination was seconded by ex-Supervisor 
Fleeman, a Demoerat, and the same gentleman 
who seconded Mr. Ropes’s nomination at the Rink. 
The withdrawal of Mr. Ropes was unanimously ac- 
cepted by the meeting, which then adopted the 
series of resolutions presented by Mr. John A. 
Taylor, in which both Mr. Ropes and Gen. Tracy 
are highly commended for their sacrifice, and Mr. 
Low was pledged the active support of the meet- 


ng. 

Gen, Tracy said he had been appointed to inform 
the meeting that the Republican City Convention 
had- nominated Mr. Seth Low for Mayor, and he 
took great pleasure in discharging the duty. Re- 
ferring to the selection of Mr. Low, Gen. Tracy 
said it did not take him and Mr. Ropes five minutes 
to agree on him as one who would make a chief 
magistrate of whom Brooklyn might well feel 
proud. Inconclusion, he reminded his audience 
that there was work to be done in electing Mr. 
Low, and urged every man present to unite in 
doing it. 

The Rev. Henry Ward Beecher, in an address 
half humorous and wholly in earnest, declared that 
Brooklyn by her new charter was now given an 
opportunity to meet the weakest point in the 
whole American theory of self-government. While 
all Europe was agreed that self-government was a 
success in the United States as applied to States, 
in the great cities its weak point was the liability 
of the unintelligent masses swamping good gov- 
ernment. One reason why Brooklyn's municipal 
government had failed was that there were too 
many heads with too little in them and too 
many-pockets with too much in (them. [Laugh- 
ter.] Everybody admitted dishonesty in general, 
but In no specific instance. The wrong had been 
hunted from one to another unti! it had come to be 
the cry ‘**Who’s gotthe slipper?’ Mr. Beecher 
maintained that Brooklyn was taking the lead ina 
new enterprise, in the experiment of muking a 
city Government as free of criticism as the national 
Government, and by criticism he meant not party 
criticism, but the honest, criticism of honest 
and intelligent observers of national events. 
If this enterprise was successful, then New-York 
would adopt the same form of local government. 
The citizen, Mr. Beecher contended, bad no right 
to be bound by the ties of a national partyin local 
affairs. When there was an emergency and no 
great national issues were twined up. then he 
would have the Republicans vote right and the 
Democrats help them. To Mr. Low’s worth Mr. 
Beecher paid a high tribute. é 
Low, he said, was a Mayor of Brooklyn before him, 
and there ‘had been no deterioration in the 
Low blood since his time. Mr. Low was 
esséntialiy the poor man’s friend, and as the agent 
of benevolent societies had done more for one of 
his years than any one man in Brooklyn in admin- 
istering to the needsef the unfortunate. It was 
for the interest of the working men that sucha man 
should be elected, for the good government which 
he would maintain would inure to their benefit ten 
times more than to the benefit of the wealthier 
classes. Already-there was too much taxation in 
Brooklyn. {Applause.] It was an abominable 
thing that a man’s wheelbarrow should be taxed. 
(Tremendous applause. There needed to bea 
revolution in Brooklyn in the matter of taxation. 
There was too much of it and it was too in- 
equitably distributed, an evil which the speaker 
firmly believed Mr. Low would remedy. 


A TEMPESTUOUS MEETING. 
—_——-_— 
THE MEMBERS OF THE PRODUCE EXCHANGE 
DISCUSS THE NEW BUILDING. 

The members of the Produce Exchange in- 
dulged in an uproarious demonstration yesterday 
afternoon. For over anhourthe greater portion 
of the main hall of the Exchange was crowded, 
and 500 brokers acted like madmen. The occasion 
for this unusuel proceeding was the difference of 
opinion among the members as to the cost of the 


proposed new Exchange building, and on the 
question of advancing the membership fee and 
limiting the number of members, thus rendering 
the Exchange practically a close corporation. 
Last week 80 members of the Exchange signed and 
presented a petition asking President Parker to 
calla meeting of the members in order thatafree 
expression of opinion might be had upon the mat- 
ters at issue. The President acted as requested, 
and the violent assemblage of yesterday afternoon 
was the result. Mr. W. H. Fox was the first speak- 
er, and he declared that there was an urgent need 
for light upon certain transactions that have lately 
come to the frontin the official circles of the Ex- 
change. The interests of the Exchange, he feared, 
were not being taken care of as they should 
be. The members had rights, and they should 
make known their intention to have those rights 
respected. Disorder prevailed before Mr. Fox had 
half finished. ‘There were hisses mingled with 
cheers, and a dozen amateur orators were waxing 
eloquent in loud voices all over the hall. Presi- 
dent Parker had his hands full. There was no 
smile upon his face, and he pounded his gavel] upon 
the little oak deskin front of him as though his 
very life depended upon his energy. 

Mr. George C. Martin finaily obtained the floor, 
and tried toread a resolution authorizing the 
Board of Managers to take steps to increase the 
initiation fee to $10,000 after Jan. 1, 1882. Mr. 
Martin wanted to makea speech in advocacy of 
his resolution but his audience wouldn’t have it. 
They hooted and howled and hissed. drowning not 
only his voice but the plaudits of his friends. 

Mr. T. F. Husted offered a substitute for Mr. 
Martin’s resolution, in favor of limiting the mem- 
bership of the Exchange to 3,000, the present mem- 
bership being 2,7¢ The Exchange was sadly in 
need of money, Mr. Husted said, and at least 
$2,000,000 must be raised at once. He ridiculed the 
idea of increasing the price of seats. ‘‘We have 
300 seats now ready for sale,” said the speaker 
“but there is no rush for them. ‘There are, 
800 others floating around in the hands of 
speculators looking for buyers, but there are 
no takers.’”’ Mr. Husted also wanted to limit the 
membership strictly to persons doing business in 
New-York. Mr. Martin vigorously opposed Mr. 
Husted’s ;ideas, and yells of approval and disap- 
proval again drowned the arguments and elo- 
quence of a half-score rival orators who expatiated 
from the tops of desks scattered round the room. 

Mr. James McGee was finally listened to for 10 
minutes or more. He had excellent lungs and the 
shouts of the opposition failed to drive him from 
the floor. Moreover he was upon the popular side, 
He savagely attacked the proposition to increase 
the price of seats, and also that looking to a limita- 
tion of membership. Both meant virtually the 
same thing, he averred; both meant proscription, 
and both meant that the Exchange should become 
a close corporation. He moved that a committee 
of five be appointed te obtain from the Beard of 
Managers full particulars in regard to the cost of 
the new building. An ineffectual effort was made 
to oppose the resolution, but it was carried through 
with a hurrah, after Mr. H. A. Blackslee had ap- 
pealed to the members to remember that .hey 
were gentlemen. and that they were acting as the 
New-York Produce Exchange and not as members 
of a Tammany Hali primary.

Chief Engineer Isaac Newton, in a letter to 
Commissioner of Public Works Thompson, yester- 
day, says: 

“The amount of water now remaining in the 
storage reservoirs and lakes, including five Jakes 
and ponds recently acquired, is 1,295,000,000 gations, 
and the natural flow of the Croton River is from 
8,000,000 to 10,000,000 gallons per day.

THE ANTI-MONOPOLISTS. 


—__>———_ 


AN ADDRESS BY PETER COOPER—RESOLU- 
’ TIONS AT LAST NIGHT'S MEETING. 


‘ An anti-monopoly mass-meeting was held 
last evening in the large hall of Cooper Institute. 
The hall was about two-thirds full when the meet- 
ing was called to order by L. E. Chittenden, Presi- 
dent of the National Anti-Monopoly League. 
Among those who occupied seats on the platform 
were Peter Cooper, F. B. Thurber, Theodore E, 


Tomlinson, Gen, E. M. Lee, A. B, Hepburn, 


Col, A. H. H. Dawson, and Courtlandt Palmer. 


Mr. Chittenden made a_ short speech, in 
which he declared that out of 19 members of the 
last Legislature held up by the League as monopoly 
fupporters, only Senators Wagner, McCarthy, and 
Braman had dared to put themselves up fora re- 
election outside of this City. and only two—Sena- 
tors Seebacher and Hogan—in this City. After as- 
serting that the League was the best friend on 
earth of capital and corporations, Mr. Chit- 
tenden proposed the venerable Peter Cooper for 
Chairman, and amid loud applause Mr. Cooper 
stepped forward and began to read a long speech. 
His voice soon gave out, however, and he had to 
callon Mr. Henry Nichols to read the rest of the 
address. There ought to be such laws enacted, 
Mr. Cooper said, as would make corruption and 
plunder impossible. Among uaconstitutional 
measures which had made corruption and plunder 
profitable for certain individuals and corporations 
were the laws by which 250,000,000 acres of the 
publio domain had been given to different railroad 
corporations, This land embraced a territory 
larger than the 18 original colonies, and three times 
larger than Great Britain and Ireland, and would, 
at a fair valuation, pay the entire cost of construct- 
ing the roads. In addition to the land grants there 
were $64,000,000 of Government bonds now out, on 
which the people were paying 6 per cent. interest, 
which were issued to pay forthe construction of 
the Pacific railways. Had the land and money 
been used for that purpose the people could now 
have the use of these roads at the cost of running 
expenses, A second great evil and source of injus- 
tice, Mr. Cooper thought, wes through the cor- 
porations that control the transportation of the 
country. By right the roads owned by these cor- 
porations ougbt to beloug tq the people. 
The monopoly which the speaker regarded as 
most dangerous to the business interests of the 
eople was ** the monopoly in money now estab- 
ished and controlled through the national banks 
of the country. The money fabricated by the Goy- 
ernment should be for the benefit of the whole peo- 
le, Mr. Cooper insisted, and not for that of afew 
vankers. With the power to inflate and contract 
the volume of bank-notes the banks hold the power 
to increase or decrease the prices of property, and 
they could thus make business prosperous or send 
business men into bankruptcy. In closing, Mr. 
Cooper advocated taking away the power of banks 
to issue paper currency and to eontrol its volume, 
the establishment of Post Office savings banks, 
cheap telegraphing,. cheaper postage and expres- 
sage, and a complete civil service based upon 
capacity and integrity, 

Mr. Courtianat 2almer offered resolutions, which 
were duly adopted, declaring that citizens should 
vote for candidates who will protect public inter” 
ests against the encroachments of corporate mo- 
nopolies, and calling for “ laws compelling trans- 

ortation companies to base their charges upon the 

cost and risk of service’ with a fair profit added, 
instead of the new theory advanced by them ‘ what 
the traffic will bear;’ laws to prohibit the estab- 
lishment, through construction companies or other 
devices, of fictitious cost for works of a public na- 
ture; prohibiting unjust discriminations against 
both citizens and localities; raiiroud commissions, 
State and national, with adequate powers to see 
that these laws are enforced; amendments to our 
bribery laws that will give immunity to persons 
who accept bribes for the purpose of exposing the 
bribery, and amendments to our election laws 
which will make our primary elections something 
more than a farce. A liberal policy toward our ca- 
nals, which during the season of navigation are 
potent in preventing exorbitant charges by rail- 
roads.” 

Mr. A. B. Hepburn was the next:speaker. He 
started out with the declaration that the first anti- 
monopolists mentioned in history were our fore- 
fathers. The first thing they did after establishing 
their existence as a Nation and their sovereignty 
as States was to incorporate into their organic law 
provisions abolishing that monopoly tbat the feu- 
dal system had entailed upon Europe. When they 
had provided against a landed monopoly they 
thought their work was finished. They had 
no conception of the aggregation and per- 
petuation of wealth through — corporations 
of perpetual succession which the _de- 
velopments of science have made possible. 
Mr. Hepburn confined his remarks chiefiy to the 
question of transportation, and pointed out that 
nearly all the legislation pertaining to railroads 
found on our statute-books had been solicited by the 
Keenly alive to theirown 
interests, the railroads sought and obtained an 
anti-discrimination bill as between themselves, 
and yet now they contended with the energy of 
despair when the Legislature sought to compel 
them to adopt the same principle in dealing with 
individuals. The speaker argued in favor of re- 
quiring the utmost publicity of all railroad trans- 
actions. Gen. Henry E. Tremain declared his plat- 
form te be *‘egual opportunities fo equal citizens.” 
He urged the defeat of all candidates for office who 
were against this platform. Gen. Tremain was 
followed by ex-State Senator John O’Donnell, who 
said he was the only member of the Senate who 
voted against the consolidation of the New-York 
Central and the Hudson River Railroad. He read 
aletter from the Receiver of Taxes in Albany say- 
ing that the oe office of the New-York Cen- 
traland Hudson River Railroad was in New-York, 
and the roxud was therefore not taxed in Albany. 
He also read a letter from this City saying that the 
principal office of the railroad was in Albany, and 
it was therefore not liable to taxation here. This 
road, Mr. O'Donnell added. owed millions of dol- 
lars to the City of New-York.

INSOLVENT HARDWARE COMPANY— 
HAYNES & SANGER’S FAILURE. 

The Globe Hardware Company, of No. 30 
Howard-street, has been placed in the hands of 

Jobn Cummins, Receiver, by order of the Court of 
Common Pleas, numerous judgments having been 


entered against it. The company succeeded the 


National Hardware Company, Limited, in the 
Spring of 1880. Henry S. White, a creditor of the 
latter concern tothe extent of about $20,000, bought 
its entire assets, turned them over to the Globe 
Hardware Company, incorperated it, became Presi- 
dent, and the entire capital stock of $125,000 was 
issued to him, and the debts of the National Hard- 
ware Company, amounting to $25,000, were as- 
sumed by the new company. In June last the 
company claimed a net surplus of $40,000, not 
including certain notes for $75,000, which are 
in litigation. In the assets was included 
a large amount of real estate situated in different 
parts of the country. The liabilities of the com- 
pany are reported aft aboug $50,000; the stock on 
hand is valued by the Receiver at about $5,000. 
The National Hardware Company, although it has 
not done any business since it sold out to the 
Globe Hardware Company, was recently also 
placed in the hands of a Receiver, Cecil C. Higgins. 

The New-York creditors of Jerome Ingalls, man- 
ufacturer of shoes at Lynn, Mass., haye received 
notice of his failure, which was quite a surprise to 
the trade. He began in 1862, and soon ranked 
among the successful shoe manufacturers of this 
City, building up a large business and employing as 
many as 175hands. About 10 years ago he erected 
a block of buildings at a cost of about $80,000, a 
part of which he now occupies. His real estate is 
mortgaged for $37,000. In July he claimed a sur- 
plus capital of $50,000. His liabilities are estimated 
at from $75,000 to $100,000. The amount of assets 
is unknown, but it is thought there will be very 
little equity in his real estate, 

The schedules of Messrs. Haynes & Sanger, the 
Broome-street cloth merchants, who recently made 
an assignment for the benefit of creditors to 
Charies Waite, Jr., were filed in the Court of Com- 
mon Pleas yesterday. They were prepared by the 
insolvent debtors, and show their liabilities to be 
$150,662 87; nominal assets. $125,907 89, and actual 
assets, $92,947 &. They state the value of the 
stock on hand to be $35,262 92, but Assignee Waite 
puts in afiidavits made by experts who fix its value 
at $16.869. The principal creditors of the insol- 
vent firm are Messrs. Pendle & Waite, $31.536 87; 
Hitchcock, Biggs & Willett. $10,432 66. and Martin, 
Sons & Co., of Haddonfield, England, $9,818 11.

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UNDERGROUND RAILWAY LITIGATION. 

Mr. Joseph Dixon, who has had to carry on 
much litigation respecting his interests in the 
Broadway Underground Railway Company, is now 
suing John Cummins and the Trustees of that cor- 
poration.

ulently issued, 3,400 shares of the stock of the com- 
pany, alleging that only 1,704 shares have been 
legally issued, of which he owns 1,599.
